THB DEATH OF THE BRAVB IRISHMAN WHO 
WON THE VICTOITA OROSS BY SAVING/LUCK- 
NOW—A WONDERFUL EXPLOIT, 


One of the bravest of the brave men to 
whom has been awarded the precious littlo 
piece of gun-metal known as tho Victoria 
Cross has just diod, receiving scarcely a 
word of notice from the Cnglish press, 
Thomas Henry Kavanagh's name is preced- 
ed by the fatal asterisk in O'Byrne’s chron- 
icle of the Victoria Cross published nearly 
threo years ago, anda still more sccom- 
plished contemporary historian records that 
*“ Lucknow "* Kavaitdgh “ lost his life 
shortly aftor ‘his heroic exploit, in battle 
with the enemy, yot he only passed away a 
fow days ago.” The official record of hit’ 
deed is brief: “ Mr, Thomas Henry Kava- 
nagh, Assistant Oommissioner in ‘Qudh,” 
we read, ‘som the 8th of November, 1857, 
thon serving under the orders of Liouten- 
ant-Genoral Sir Jamos Outram, in Luok- 
now, volunteered on the dangerous duty 
of proceeding through the city to the camp 
of the Commander-in-Ohief, for tho pur- 
pose of guiding the relieving forceto tho 
beleagured garrison in the Residency, a 
task which he porformed with chivalrous 
gallantry and devotion,” In 1857 Mr 
Kavanagh was a subordinate in one of the 
Government departments at Lucknow, “Al- 
ready two attemptsahad been made to 
relieve the garrison of the Residency and 
to raiso the siege. Havelock and his 
devoted little army had qucceeded in enter- 
ing the place, but the mutineers closed 
around it all the more closely and the gar- 
rison found its numbors increased, but with 
a daily diminishing supply of food. ‘On 
one side,” we read, ‘‘were only a small 
prickly pear hedge and a narrow ditch, on 
another a low fence like that which ordi- 
narily environs the common Indian com- 
pound, but the men who were behind 
these trifling obstacles never thought for a 
moment of flinching. They were half- 
starved, many were suffering from dysen- 
tery, more were wounded, the hail of 
bullets under which they stood was unceas- 
ing, théy had nothing to cheer them 
except their own grand spirits, relief could 
not possibly come for some time, and every 
day made the foe more numerous and 
stronger, but their courage’ never once 
gave out.” Sir Oolin Campbell was ad- 
dancing, and it was of the greatest import- 
ance that the exact position of the rebola 
and the best line of approach to their works 
should be communicated tohim, But with 
the mutineers swarming around the Roal- 
dency there were a hundred chances to one 
that any messenger undertaking the despe- 
rate journey would be discovered, and dis- 
covery meant a brutal—probably a lingering 
death. Kavanagh, who had been fighting 
in the trenches among the civilians and had 
been wounded several times, yolunteered 
to carry despatches to Sir Colin’s camp, 
truating to his knowledge of the native 
language and customs and to hia disguise as 
a Badmash, or swashbuckler, who had come 
from Oudh or Delhi to join the champions 
of the good cause. Outram endeavored to 
dissuade him from his mission by frankly 
pointing out its dangors, but Kavanagh 
persisted in tendering his services, and they 
were finally accepted. His features did not 
lend themselves readily to his disguise, but 
he succeeded so well with the burnt cork 
and other limited materials at his command 
that whon towards sunset he presented 
himself at the General’s quarters, no one 
recognized him till he revealed himself. 
Giving his costume and complexion a final 
touch, and hiding a note of introduction 
to Sir Colin Campbell in his turban, Kava- 
nagh set off at nightfall, accompanied by a 
pative spy, Kanaoji Lal, bidding good-bye 
to Oapt.

‘Tt is a cold night,” said the sentinel as at 
last, satisfied that they were friends, he al- 
lowed them to march on. ‘* Yes, but it will 
be colder by and by,” was Kavanagh’s 
answer. Thoy passed the ordeal of the 
picket further on as successfully, after a 
rigid questioning,and pressing on, at times 
marching shoulder to shoulder in the ranks 
with their enemies, Onoe again a guard 
was turned oy} and they were questioned 
narrowly ; then they blundered into the 
enemy’s lines at Dilkooshah Park, and im- 
proyed the opportunity to count the guns 
and estimate the force; then they waded 
through a swamp for two hours and crossed 
the canal, the Irishman’s feet being badly 
cut during the passage, and after other 
mishaps and labors, at 4a. m. they passed 
through the last two rebel pickets and soon 
were overjoyed by being challonged by an 
English sentry. After receiving a glass of 
brandy from the owcer of tho picket, 
Kavanagh was directed the Commander- 
in-Chief's tent, whore he met an olderly 
gentleman just leaving it, of whom he ask- 
ed the whereabouts of Sir Colin Campbell. 
“T am Sir Colin Campbell,” said the aston- 
ished ofticer,eyeing the Sepoy uniform from 
head to foot ; ‘* who are you, sir?” Kavan- 
agh handed to him Sir James Outram’s 
note. ‘*Is this true!” asked Sir Colin, with 
some distrust kindling in his keen eyes, 
“Do you doubt me, sir?” asked Kavanagh. 
‘*No, no,” replied Sir Colin, * but it seems 
very strango.””

Gambetta. 

The tragic ending of the lifo of France's 
greatoat atatesman and orator Loon Gam- 
betta are such as enforce more forcibly 
than over the warning conveyed in the 
spiritual declaration ‘* the way of tho trans- 
gressor is hard, As, howovor, his sin has 
brought its own punishment, it is as well 
to throw the mantlo of silence over his 
moral transgresaion, not forgetting however, 
the means by which his great public careor 
was brought to an inglorious end ere it had 
attained that fullness of glory which buta 
week or two ago it seemed certain of reach- 
ing. Leon Gambetts, wo learn from a 
contemporary publication, was born at 
Cahors, of a Genoese family, October 30, 
1838, Adopting the legal profession, he 
became a member of the Paris bar in 1859, 
and soon acquired fame asa foronsio orator, 
being muéH employed in political causes, 
both in the capital andin the provinces, 
while he obtained immense popularity 
among certain classes of the Parisians on 

acoount of his advanced Republican opin- 
fons. In March, 1869, on the occasion of 
the prosecution of the Emancipation news- 
paper at Toulouse, the young and eloquent 
orator met witha most enthusiastic recep. 
tionin the south, At the general elections 
held that yeas M. Gambetta stood for Paris 
and Marseilles as a representative of the 
‘*Trreconcilable Opposition,” and was re« 
turned for both constituencies, but elected 
to take his seat for Marseilles. In January, 
1870, he madea violent attack on the 
Olivier Ministry, declaring that the day 
would come when the majority of the 
people would, without appealing to force, 
succeed in establishing a republic, On the 
fall of the empire and the consequent 
formation of the Government of Na- 
tions! Defence,on the 4th September 1870, 
he was nominated Minister of the Interior, 
and soon showed that he possessed adminis- 
trative powersofa high order, When a 
serious misunderstanding took place be- 
tween the Delegate Government at Tours 
and the National Defence Committee in 
Paris, regarding the contemplated election 
of Deputies, M. Gambetta was selected by 
his colleagues to proceed to the former city 
and explain the position of affairs in the 
capital. Accordingly he left Paris on Oot. 
7, 1870, in a balloon named the ‘‘Armaud 
Barbes,’’ accompanied by a secretary and an 
seronaut, passed safoly over the Prussian 
lines, andreached Rouen in the evening. 
Proceeding without loss of time to Tours, 
he there assumed the direction, and for 
some months was virtually dictator of al) 
those provinces of France which were free 
from the German invaders. He urged the 
people to continued resistance, raised the 
army of the Loire, and after the Delegate 
Government had been obliged to remove to 
Bordeaux, he issued a proclamation advo- 
cating war a l’outrance and resistance even 
to complete exhaustion. It is scarcely 
necessary to add that his dream of driving 
out the Prussians was not realized,and that 
his volunteers were completely crushed by 
the well trained forces of the enemy. On 
February 6, 1871, MM. Arago, Garner- 
Pages, and Eugene Pelletan, members of 
the Paris Government,arrived at Bordeaux 
bringing with them a decree signed by all 
the members of the Government which 
annulled that of M. Gambetta, by which 
certain classes of electors were disqualified 
as candidates for the Assembly. In conse- 
quence of this censure M. Gambetta at once 
resigned his functions. Shortly afterwards 
he proceeded to Spain, and resided there 
for some months in seclusion, but he 
. returned to France and obtained a 
seat in the Assembly, where he was 
regarded as leader of the Radioal wing of 
the Republican party. His political con- 
duct was eyer characterized by moderation 
and reserve, but nevertheless he constantly 
directed his efforts toone object—the de- 
finitive establishment of the Republic, In 
September, 1862, he made a kind of demo- 
cratic ‘‘ progress” in the south of France, 
receiving a semi official welcome from the 
municipal authorities. He delivered a 
famous speech at Grenoble which was re« 
garded as a manifesto and programme of 
the ‘‘ Red Party,” amounting to a declara- 
tion of war against the Government of the 
National Assembly, Another famous speech 
of his was delivered at Aix, in January, 
1876, At the close of the year 1877, M. 
Gambetta paid a visit to Rome, and had a 
private conference with the leading states- 
men of the Italian kingdom. Oa September 
1ith, 1877, he was condemned by the 
Eleventh Oorrectional Tribunal of Paris to 
three months’ imprisonment. and to pay a 
fine of 2,000 francs, for having saii of 
Marshal MaoMahon, at a private mooting 
at Lille, that after the next elections the 
President of the Republic must eithor sub- 
mit or resign—" [l faudra ou so soumettre 
ouse demettre,” M. Gambetta was also 
prosecuted for his circular tothe electers 
of the twentioth arrondissement of Paris. 
Judgment was pronounced on Oct. 12, two 
days before the election, M. Gambetta 
being condemned to three months’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of 4,000 francs. 
Two days later he was elected a deputy for 
the twentieth arrondissement. In the 
discussion in the chamber respecting the 
election of M. de Fourton (Noy. 18, 1878,) 
M. Gambotta called that statesman a liar. 
This unparliamentary expression led to 
* fighting a duel with platols at Plessis 
bout five miles from the Tuileries.

Oo those 
“ burning questions,” by fanning the flame 
with regard to which Mr. Mowat hopes to 
secure another lease of power, Mr, Blake 
said nothing. Let the electors note the 
fact, the significance of which, in view of 
the near approach of the Provincial eleo. 
tions, cannot be ovor estimated. 


The growth of Winnipeg and its trade 
during the past year wore something won- 
derful. The population increased to 25,- 
000 souls and the assessment to $30,000,- 
000, whilst 25,000,000 wore expended on 
now buildings, $10,000,000 worth of pro- 
perty changed hands, and tho olectric light 
and street railway were introduced. The 
trade of the city aggregated $20,000,000 
during the year, whilst the customs duties 
amounted to $1,587,327 and the inland 
revenue duties. $185,276, and the imports 
from the other provinces were of the value 
of $12,000,000, Tho Winnipeg Sun, from 
which the above facts und figures are 
extracted, closes by saying :—‘* These facts 
speak more eloquently than words! Just 
think of it! Yesterdsy, a Hudson Bay 
trading post ; to-day a city with a volume 
of business aggregating $20,000,000! Of 
course, it must be borne in mind that 
Winnipeg is the distributing point of the 
whole Northwest. Our exports are less 
than half a million, comprising furs to a 
large extent ; but next year we shall have 
grain to export.” Beyond a doubt, the 
customs collections would have been much 
larger but for the N. P. ; but the N. P., 
by greatly reducing trade with the Yan- 
kees, caused the expenditure of several 
millions amongst the manufacturers and 
merchants of the older provinces that 
would have gone to the United States. 


Ocr looal contemporary asked the elec- 
tors to declare in favor of the Police Oom- 
mission, at the municipal elections. The 
result is that out of the twenty-one 
Aldermen elected, not more than four 
fayor the Commissioners having power to 
control the expenditure for police purposes, 
A petition on this subject will be sent to 
the Legislature.

Sin,—Through you, lL wish to say to the 
electors of the Township of Tyendinaga that 
I bavo detorminod, in view of tho result of 
the recont olection, to retire from municipal 
affeira Although devoting my sparo time to 
my Parliamontary dutios, I will oti) continue 
to take a warm interost in the wolfaro and 
progress of tho municipalities ot Kast Hastings, 
and if my advico or assistanoo in auch mat- 
ters oan bo of any benefit to tho poopie of 
those localitics, they sball always be at tholr 
Bor vice, 

I was desirous of retiring at the oloso of tho 
past year, aod during the canvass for the 
Dominion election in June, proposed to stato 
that intention through tho pross; but many 
frionds advise mo against such a course, as 

thoy urgod that I should again bo a candidate, 
as I had prooured forthe Township many 
bonofits in the way of roads and bridges which 
they held could not have boon sooured by any 
one less earnest and persistent than mysolf, 
To those reprosontations 1 yielded unwillingly, 
and refusing to make a thorough canvass, the 
result has boen a defeat, which I do not rogret 
in any rospcot, except for the disappointment 
of my friends, 

I deom it well to stato that, during the 
sevon years in which I represonted the Town- 
ship in the County Council, I secured, in 
conjunction with those associated with mo as 
representatives of ‘I'yendinags, about $27,000 
or $28,000 to be exponded on the roads and 
bridges of the Township, During that time, 
nine large bridges in the Towash\p were as- 
sumed by the County and are now in a good 
state of repair, and thirty-five miles of gravel 
roads (now nearly completed) were added to 
tho nine miles of gravel roads that Tyon- 
dinaga proviously had, The Township was 
in debt $6,000, and whon the present year’s 
taxes are collected, the indebtedness will 
be reduced to $500, The collections amount 
now to about the samo sum as when I was 
first oleoted, os reference to the mioutes 
will show, ‘The taxes paid by each rato- 
payer have been increased, but that is owing 
to the following loss of revenue: Olergy 
Reserves, $550, now about $50—making a 
loss of $500; Lioenso fund, $420, now $260 
—a loss of $160, besides a considerable loss 
ocoasioned by the separation of the village of 
Deseronto from the Township ; printing aoc: 
count, $60, now about $150, caused by Aots of 
Legislature, which require more printing to 
be dono, The total loss to the Township, 
therofore, by circumstances over which the 
Council bad no control, has thas amounted to 
about $900 in each year for several years past, 
Despite this, the interest account has been re- 
duced, the debts paid off, and many improve- 
ments carried on, as all the taxpayers know. 
I do not state these facts to glorify myself 
and my past associates, but to let the poople 
know what has been donsiathe past. Ihope 
my successor and bis associates will be equally 
as succerstul, 

Ibelieye Mr, Hanley, the newly elected 
Reeye, to be desirous of doing what is right, 
and as those associated with him in tho Coun- 
cll are allin accord with him, he will have 
full oppoitunity of carrying out his views, I 
hope they will give us an honest and impartial 
assessment and a fair collection of taxes, so as 
to save tho people from paying interest to the 
County. Thanking my many staunch friends 
in the Township who have manfully stood by 
me in tho seventeen contests I have had for 

Parliamentary and Municipal honors during

ings, The working oxpenses aro slightly 
higher, The first ordinary meeting of the 
proprietors of the united Company will bo 
held in Marob, when the acoounts from date 
of union to December will be submitted, The 
directors congratulate the proprictors on the 
benefits which havo already been derived from 
tho fusion and the marked success attending 
it, which they reyard as the commencement 
of a now era with improved prospects,

Saskatchewan Railway. 


Col, Sproat, Hon, L, Clark and R, Fuller, 
of Hamilton, Oat., started from Winnipeg on 
Wednesday to Prince Albert, onthe business 
of the South Saskatchewan Railway. They 
have been fortunate enough at Ottawa to 
receive the usual land grant of 6400 aores per 
mile to ald in the construction of the line,and 
the intention is to commence operations at th, 
western end next spring.

Ontario's Lron Mines. 


NOTES OF A GLOBE CORRESPONDENT IN NORTH 
HASTINGS, 
COE ANE 00's MINE, 

The Cochill mino is situated on tho top. of 
the ridge on which the boarding-houso is 
built. It rans oantorly and westerly over a 
distance of 1,400 fet and parallel to the road, 
over whioh it senda a wide fissure to the north 
cast. Seven hundred feet towards the weat- 
ern ond in lsid bare the whole width ot the 
deposit, which varies from sixty-fiye to one 
hundred and twenty fect. At the wost ond 
it-dipa rapidly, and rises ugain; at the onst 
god of thooxposed snrfaco it dips eharply, 
but tho noodle for soven hundred foot furthor 
on points perpendicularly, Thoro is'a hollow 
across the baok of the hill here,and it appoars 
probable that the same subsidence which 
caused this hollow also caused tho ore to sink 
with {t. From surface indications this deposit 

, Would appear to bo the largest yot opened in 

Ontario, Tho width of the vein is” extra- 

ordinary, In the great iron region of Penn- 

sylvanis voinsof a few feet in width are 

worked, and a few veins oxoeed twenty fost. 
THE ROCK IN THE CUTTINGS, 


Three cuttings have beon mado into the ex- 
poeod part of the mine, all from the eduth 
slope of tho» hill. Tho cuttings are about 
twenty-five fect deep by a similar width, and 
excepting tho western one not yot finished, 
extond olear across to tho north or foot wall 
of the mine, Tho disposition of the rock ia 
the contral cut r-presonta that in all, Tho 
north or foot«wall, which is of greenstono, dips 
south at angle of eighty-five degrocs, . The 
han ing or southern wall inclines atan angle 
of seventy-five degrees, thus making the ore 
deposit widen downwards. The hangivg wall 
is of eyenite, but immediately to the south 
of thia masa and separated from it by a 
fiasure a foot in width and filled with mioa 
and debris, is a wall of quartzite dipping at an 
angle of cighty-five degrees and thus parallel 
to tho foot wall, It is thought that the quart+ 
zitite may be the real hanging wall ot the 
mine, and that the twenty-four foot of syenite 


separating it from the ore is but a triangular 


mass whose sharpest anglo will be reached at 
a depth of over one hundred feet, In the cut 
little fragmonta of groon rock aro visible inter- 
spersed with tho ore, but the deposit is singu- 
larly freo from rooke, 


BLASTING THE ORE BEDS, 


Work at present is confined to tho west 
cut, Hand ails are usod to bore the ore, 
and dualin or, giant powder oartridges of 
medium strength are employed as explosives, 
I found a number lying in the ashes and sand 
on alittle ledge just above a fire kindled 
against the rocks, Whena number of holes 
are madetoa depth of six or eight feet, a 
carbridge is ineerted with cap and fuse, The 
fus6 is lighted, and the lighters beat a hurri- 
ed retreat down the cut, and into the shelter 
ofthe blacksmith shop. Thon one report 
after another occurs, the earth trombles for a 
long distance around, the cut is filled with 
flying rock missiles, and through the cloud of 
smoke above the mine great masses of black 
ore rise and fall again in a heavy shower, 
Then the miners return, and breaking the 
larger fragments with their pickaxes and 
hammers, they shoyel many loads of ore into 
the carts, which move off along the cut and 
damp their burden against one of the ore 
piles, The rook romoved from tho outs has 
been used in making a broad terrace on the 
side of the hill, On the steep cuter edge of 
this terrace pockets are to be constructed to 
dump the ore into railway carson the siding 
beneath. After the side cuts are carried to a 
considerable depth a tramway will be con- 
structed down into the mine along the almost 
perpendicular foot wall on the north, and the 
ore trains will be loaded on the north side, 
Railway tracks are to be laid around both 
sides of the hill and across the central de- 
pression on the hi'l’s back. 


CHARACTER OF THE DEPOSIT. 


I examined numerous pieces of ore which I 
took from the piles, and from the orein the 
cut, They are all remarkably free from rock 
mixtures, and some of them from eyery traco 
of sulphur that can be detected by the eye or 
a small magnifying glass. Piccos of ore from 
near the top and sides show more or less sul- 
phur, but the percentage is sald to be very 
trifling, An analysis of some specimens give 
66 por cent, pure iron ont of the possible 73 
which magnetic ore admits. Tho ore is black 
und yory heavy, and appears to vary so little 
that a general avorage of about 60 per cent. 
does not appear improbable. How deep the 
deposit may bo, of course, only the fatare can 
tell. The walls are remarkably well defined 
and regular, and this united with their steop- 
ness envourages the supposition that tho mino 
may be exceedingly deep. Aboat fourteen 
men are employed at presént, and several 
thousand tons of ore have been removed. A 
contract has been made for the removal of 
150,000 next year, and a force of 50 men is to 
be employed shortly. 


ORE FISSURES 


Another extensive deposit is said to exist 
on the Nugent farm, a couple of miles weat of 
here, and preparations are being mado for 
testingit, Thore are also large beds unopened 
to the eastward, and also in other parts of the 
township, Would the reader unacquainted 
with geology wish to form an idea of the dis- 
tribution. of these great masses of iron, lot 
him take a picco of stiff paper and tear a zig- 
zag, irrogular line down it, ‘The tear will re- 
present a fissure in the earth; and let ono 
piece be shoved longitudinally, aud the dark 
Open spans will reprosent the groat wide 
oracksin thearocks through which molten 
floods of ore from the hot interior have boon 
forced. A line of iron mines will thus be ro- 
presented, with rook fractures between closod 
up or only wide enough to contain very amall 
deposits, This iron country is orossed by 
many of such fisadres ronningin a genoral 
direction cast and west, ono suvcecding an- 
other from Madoo northward, 


THE ST, CHARLES MINE 


Iron mines, doveloped, doyaloping, and 
undeveloped, are thiok about Madoo, Tho 
morning after my return from Coohill I 
drove out with Mossrs, Stewart and Gaujot 
to their St. Charles Mine, a couple of miles 
north-east of the village, Mr. Coe has a 
mining proporty-on ono side, and back in tho 
bush on the other sido is still anothor mino, 
The St, Charlos Mine ia situated on a round- 
od hill, an outlier on the south of a higher 
gneissose range, strotching cast and west. 
The hill is covered with bneh, Tho central 
and older pit oocupios the apex of the hill, 
and Is thirty foot deep, Gotting into a buock- 
ot, I was lowered by a windlass into tho bot- 
tom, whore I broke off specimons from various 


levola, A quartzite wall, irregular and al- 
most porpondicular, bounds the oro on tho 
wost ; on tho east underlying a bed of ssnd- 
atono and other rocks is ore, whioh may ox-

‘Tho bod of magnetio oro hére 
lies in a line differing greatly from tho east 
avd wost, tho genoral dip is southorly, 
Whethor tho dop ait is exténsive only a good 
many furthor devolopmonts will tell, but the 
indicatlons are promising and the oro {a of 
fair quality. I think this (s the only specular 
, 1 obtainod a fino 
spocimen of grape ore taken from tho surface 
near by. Tho globules aro about tho size of 
Delaware grapes. ‘S'wolve men are omployed 
at thie mine and two hondred tons of ore 
have been removod. 
A MINSK AT LAKE CoMo, 

After, dinner I drove out to the Cook. 
Thompson mino, a couplo of miles west of the 
ee mines reforred to in a previous Jct.

4 long narrow lakelet- known as Lako omo, 
on the south; -and a little -narrow dry mareh 
on tho north-west. The mineis overgrown 
with alder and othor swamp shrubs and trees, 
The pit ia only saboutocight feet deep, but ia 
almost solid ore, of oxcellont quality, and 
almost free from sulphur, .The dip of the ore 
is southward, at an anglo off nearly forty- 
five,, It {s thought the bed extenfls under 
the water, which {s vory deep, filling the bot. 
tom of what weaodeep fissure between the 
hille, Tho deposit appears to,be extensive.

» MINES IN TUDOR, 


Tho mines I hayo already described aro al- 


most the only recently opened deposits in 
North Hastings.

They are extensive de- 
posits of good magnetio ore, in the removal of 
which about thirty men are at work, These 
fine propertiés belong to Mr. Coo, and their 
product will reach the markot on the opening 
of the Central Ontario Railway, with which 
they will be optinected by ehort switches. ~ 
MADOC TOWNSHIP MINES, 


The Sexamith mine three miles north-east of 
Madoo, has yielded a few thousand tons of ore 
and is being slowly developed. Theeo are four 
men employed. 

The Wallbridge magnetio mine, between the 
St. Charles and the:Bethlehom hematite, is 30 
feet deep and yields good ore, Five men are 
ror it.

The Seymour mine is the oldest in the Pro- 
vince, It was opened 50 years ago by tha late 
Mr, Seymour, who melted the ore with char- 
coal and used the iron in making stoves.

AN OLD GROUP, 


Around Malone onthe westside of the 
rijge, and north-westward from Madoo, is a 
group of five mines, which, as they have been

The 
Bethlehem Mining Company somo time since 
acquired two ofthem, the Nelson and the 
Dufferin, paying $93,000 for them, Mr, Mar- 
stello, a young American gentleman, is the 
mansger. About six thousant tons have been 
shipped from the Dufferin mine this year, 


PROSPECTS FOR IRON MINING, 


Grave doubts exist as to the oxteat of the 
Malone mines. Some of them are thought to 
be almost exhausted, but hopes are entertained 
that the approach of the walls may indicate 
oply a ‘‘ pinch” in the fissure rather than a 
permanent closure, and that excavation will 
reyeal a widening of the vein fen The 
Malone group of mines employs only about 40 
men, Tho other mines in this neighborhood 
employ about 60, and Mr, Coe’s mines in Tu- 
dor anf Wollaston 45. North Hastings is, 
therefore, after all, only beginning the devel- 
opment of its mineral wealth. Mines are nu- 
merous; the ore will compare in purity aud 
width of vein with almost any minas in the 
world. Thonorthern part of tho region espe- 
cially is rich in large deposits, and now that 
railway facilities are about to be afforded, an 
early and great development of iron mining 
here is expected. The year now closing has 
been the busiest ever known; 50,000 tonc 
were placed on the market, Next year the 
number of miners will probably bo doubled, 
and the production quadrupled. The miners 
receiye on an average $1.50 a day, and the 


amount paid in wages aggregated this year 


nearly $45,000. Mr, Coo is about to import 
a diamond drill from England, This will give 
an impetus to prospecting, and by quickly 
revealing the thiokness and exteat of ore beds 
may lead to the speedy opening of many 
mines, Under almost any ciroumstancos, 
however, iron mining oan not bo engaged in 
without capital, for the risk of the deposits 

roving small ion many instances is great, 
Bapitel, next to railway facilities, is the most 

reasing need of tho mining intereat of North 
Hastings. 

GOLD MINING, 

Gold mining is at a standstill, the Consoli- 
dated or Gatling mine, near Marmora, being 
uodor seizure for $13,000, and apparently io 
tho hands of speculators who find it to their 
presont interest to allow tho mino to romain 
idle,. The mine, however, is a rioh one, aud 
will ultimately be worked, The capital ot the 
Company is half a million ; the machinery is 
unnecessarily expensive, and the mino is now 
fall of water. / 

Tho Gladstone and Sulphuret Gold Mines, 
also in Marmora, are doing nothing st present, 
but attempts are being made to get them into 
working order by a Bolleville joint atook com 
pany. Timo has not permitted of my visiting 
these mines, which, like the Consolidated, are 
said to be rich in ore, 


RAILWAY FACILITIES, 


The Bolloville & North Hastings Railway

FURTHER DETAILS, 

Hawsessury, Jan, 2, 6 p. m.—Further 
details in the Little Ridoau tragedy go to 
show that the murdererfirst attacked Emma 
Oooke in the upstairs store-room adjoining 
the house, strangling her with a rope. Mrs: 
Uooke evidently having come to her daugh- 
ter’s assistance was next strangled in the 
same way. He next attacked Mr. Cooke, 
who had gone to the barn-yard, where he 
killed him with an axe, literally chopping 
his head to pieces. Then entering the house 
he proceeded up-stairs to the room occupied 
by George, who was asleep, ctriking him, 
inflicting two fearful wounds in the temple 
with the axe, from which he shortly after- 
wards died; then rushing into Willie’s room 
struck him upon the thigh, inflicting a 
dangerous wound, Willie, although dis- 
abled, grappled with him. 

RESCUED BY HEROIO GIRLS. 

The noise alarming his sisters, Maggie 
and Fannie, brought them to his assistance. 
In the atruggle which ensued Maggie se- 
cured the exe, and the murderer then 
seized & lamp and struck Fannie with it, 
wounding her severely on the head. He 
then fled down the back stairs; tho two 
girls going by the front stairs, met him in 
the dining room, armed with a poker, when 
he struck at them with it. They defended 
themselves, and closed a door on him. 
Maggie ran to the front door, where sho 
hailed a passer by, who summoned assist- 
ance, upon hearing which the murderer 
fled, and was seen to cross the river going 
in the direction of the St. Philip station of 
the Oanada Pacific Railway. Nothing 
further has up to this been heard of him.

THE YEAR'S WORK, -SOMETHING UNEQUALLED 
IN RAILWAY WORK, 


(From the Winnipeg Times.) 


The yoar just closing will ever bo mo- 
morable in tho railway history of the Pro- 
vince and the wholo of the Northwest. It 
has witnessed the groatostamount of rail 
way construction over performed by ono com- 
pany in a singlo year, and a brief record of 
it cannot foil to prove interesting. With 
tho political history of the groat transcon- 
tinental road now being constructed our 
readers are perfectly acquainted, and there 
is no occasion to refer to it here, all that is 
necessary to ssy is, that since the present 
O. P. R, Syndicate took the work in hand 
it has been pushed forward with surprising 
rapidity, opening up thousands of acres of 
now territory to the profit of the Dominion 
at large and of Winnipeg and Manitoba 
particularly. 

THE YEAR'S WORK. 


Before referring to the werk done by the 
Syndicate this year, it will bo as well to 
state oxactly what had been accomplished 
on the let of January, 1882, just twelve 
months ago. On that date the mileage of 
the road constructed and track laid was as 
follows :

Deduct 400 miles from 943 miles and we 
haye 543 miles as the mileage constructed 
on the main lines during the past twelve 
months, Something immense and extra- 
ordinary as this statement may appear, it 
does not include all the track laid. The 
sidings have to be taken into consideration, 
and a statement of their mileage will be 
found lower down. 

On the tenth day of last April the line 
between Cross Lake and the Winnipeg 
River at Rat Portage was turned over by 
the Dominion Government to the O. P. R. 
Syndicate, the distance being 37 miles. 
Track laying on the Western Division com- 
meuced at Oak Lake and will reach by the 
15th of next month a point eight miles west 
of Maple Creek, which will be within 439 
miles of Oak Lake, and 605 miles west of 
Winnipeg, and 55 miles this side of the 
Saskatchewan River. Between the point 
to which the track is at preseat laid on the 
Western extension and the Saskatchowan 
River, grading has been done in patches to 
the extent of 15 miles, which leaves 40 
miles more grading to be done to complete 
the line to Leopold, the name of the town 
which is to bo located at the crossing of the 
Saskatchewan River.. On the main line 
west, 30 miles of siding have been graded 
and track laid over them, which gives 469 
miles of track laid west on the train line. 

BRANCH LINES, 

During the past year grading was com- 
pleted and the track laid on the Pembina 
Mountain section extension 101 miles south 
west of Winnipeg,and 14 miles from the 
junction to connect the section with the 
main line at Gretna. Grading has also been 
finished and some of it is ready for track- 
laying on the line runn.ng to West Selkirk, 
oh the west side of Red River. During the 
year the track on the old line between 
Stonewall and Portage la Prairie,a distance 
of 46 miles, was taken up, and the grade on 
tho Air line was raised throughout its entire 
distance from three to six feet to guard 
egainst and prevent the troublesome experi- 
ence of last year on that portion of the road 
during tho epring flood.

TABERNAGLE SERMONS. 


THE STAR. 


** And lo, the star which they saw in the K ast 
went before them.”—St. Matthew, ii. 9. 
Tho old sexton of the village ohurch is about 
to put his hand on the rope of the bell. The 
oylindor ot the chime of the city belfry is be- 
ing readjusted, All around the world tho air 
will vibrate with sweetest tintinnabulation, 
punotuated with the roar of cathedral tower, 
the jingle of the lighter metal submerged by 
the overmastering boom, When this afternoon 
at 4.38 o'clock the sun sets, there will come 
on a night of jubilant commemoration. Two 
plafn people centuries ago hotelled in a villago 
barn after a walk of eighty miles, too long a 
trudge for one in poor health, No lords of 
state awaiting in ante chambor as whon othor 
kings are born, no moisongers mounted at the 
doorway ready to herald tho adyent from city 
to city, no medical skill in attendance, no 
satin-lined cradle to receive the infantile 
guest; but a monarch born in the hostelry 
called the house of Chim Ham, the night with 
diamonded fisger pointing down to the place; 
the door of heaven open that it may look ont; 
from orchestral batons of light dripping the 
oratorica of the Messiah ; on lowest doorstep 
of heaven tho miastrols of God disooursing of 
glory and good cheer, Soon after the white- 
bearded astrologists kneel, and from leathern 
pouch chink theshekels, and from open sacks 
exbale the frankincense and rustle ont the 
bundles of myrrh; the loosened star, the es- 
caped doxology of celestisls, the chill Dooem- 
ber night aflash with May morn; our world 
« lost star, and another star rushing down the 
sky that night to beckon the wanderer home 
again, shall yet make all vations keep Christ. 
mar, Are there no new lessons from the story 
nat yet hackueyed by oft repeating? O, yes. 
Know, in the first place, it was a sidereal ap- 
pearance that led the way. So, ‘‘ the star 
which they saw in the East went before them.” 
Why not a black cloud in the shape of a hand 
or finger pointing down to the sacred birth- 
place? A cloud means trouble, and the world 
had had trouble enough. Why not asbaft of 
lightning, quivering and flashing and striking 
down to the sacred birthplace? Lightning 
means dostruction—a shattering and consum- 
ing power—and the world wanted no more 
destruction. But it was a star, and that 
means joy, that means hope, that means good 
cheer, that means ascondaucy, A star! That 
means creative power, for did not the morning 
stars sing together when the portfolio of the 
world was opened? A star! That means de- 
fence, for did not the stars tight in their courze 
against Sisera and for the Lord’s people! A 
star! That means brilliant continuance, for 
are not the righteous to shine es the stars for 
everand ever? A star! That means the open- 
ing of eternal joy. Tho day star in the heart, 
The morning star of the Redeemer, The un- 
usual appearance that night may have been a 
strange conjanotion of worlds, As this recent 
transit of Venus was foretold many years ago 
by astronomers, and astronomers oan tell what 
will be the conjunction of worlds a thousand 
years from now, so they can caloulate backward 
—and even infidel astronomers have been com- 
pélled to testify that about tho year one there 
was a very unusual appearance in the heay- 
ens, The Chinese record, of course entirely 
independent of the Word of God, gives 
ag a matter ot history that about the yoar 
one there wasa strangoand unaccountable 
appearance in the heayens, But it may have 
been a meteor, such as you and I have seen 
flash to the horizon. Only afew nights ago 
I saw in the northernsky astarshoot and 
fall with such brilliancy and precision, that if 
IT had been on a bill au high as that of Bethle- 
hem, on which the shopherds stood, I could 
have marked within a short distanoo the place 
of alighting. Tho University of Iowa and 
the British Museum have specimens of me- 
thorio stones picked upin the fields, frag- 
ments flung off from other worlds, leaving a 
fiery tailon the sky, So that it is not to me 
at allimprobable, the stellar or the metorio 
ar pearance on that night of which 1 speak, I 
only care to know that it was bright, that is 
was silvery, that it flashod and swayed and 
swung and halted with joy illustrious, as 
though Christ, in haste to save our world,had 
rushed down without His ooronet and the 
angels of God had hurled it after him! Not 
a black cloud of threat, but a gleaming star 
of hope is our glorious Christianity, Oor 
glimpse of that stellar appearance kindled up 
the soul of the sick and dying college student 
until worda flashed from his fingers and the 
star seomed to pour its light from his white 
lips as Kirk White wrote these immortal 
words : 


When, marshalled on the night 
The glittering hosts bestrewe

Oan fix the sinner’s wandering eye, 
Hark !—Hark to God—the chorus breaks 
From every host, from every gem ;

It was the Star of Bethlehem. 


Notioo alao in this scene that other worlds 
seemed to honor our Lord and Master, Bright 
star of the night, wheelon in thino orbit, 
‘* No,” said tho star, ‘‘I must come nearer, 
and I must find and I must watohand seo 
what you do ith my Josus,” Anothor 
world that night joined our world in worship. 
That star mado a bow of obeisance, I some- 
timons hoar people talk of Christ's dominion as 
though it were to bo moroly tho few thousand 
miles of the world’s clroamferance ; but I be- 
lieve the millions andthe billlonsaand tho 
quadrillions of worlds aro all inbabited, if not 
by such creatures ax wo are, atill such cron. 
tures as God designed to make, and that all 
those worlds were a part of Christ’a dominion, 
Isaac Nowton, and Kepler, and Horachel 
only wont on Columbun’ voyage to find theno 
continents of our King’s domain, I think all 
worlds wore loyal but this, Tho groat organ 
of the universo, Its pedals and its plpos and 
its keys all ono groat harmony, #ave one in- 
jured pedal, save ono broken stop of our 
| world—the vox homana of thehuman race, 
Now you know that howevor grand the in- 


strumont may bo, if there be one key out of 
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ordor it spoils tho harmony, and Obriat muet | and oat no indipoation for the horrors of vivi- 


mond this key, 


Ho must rostdre this broken 
atop. 


You know with what bleeding hand, 


and with what plorood side, and with what 
crushod foot Ho did tho work. But tho 
world shalt be attunod and all worlds will bo 


yet accordant, Isle of Wight largor in oom. 
parison with tho Britieh Empire than our 
island of a world {4 comparod with Christ's 
vast domain. If not, why that colostial 
escort? Ifnot, why that sentinel with blay 
ing badgo above tho caravansary? If not, 
why that watchman in the baloony of hoaven? 
Astron my surrendered that night to Chriat. 
This planet for Christ, Tho solar system for 
Christ. Worlds ablaze and worlds “burn out 
—all worlds for Chrivt. Intonsoat microscope 
Ovnnot veo the ono aide of that domain, Fur- 
thost reaching telescope oannot find the othor 
mido of that domain, Bat I will toll you how 
tho uniyerse is bounded. It is bounded on 
tho north and south, and oast and wost, and 
above and beneath by God, and that Go4 is 
Christ, and that Christ is God, and that God 
is ours, O}! doos it not enlarge your idoas of 


& Saviour's dominion when I toll you that all 
tho worlds are ooly sparks track from His 
anvil? That all tho worlds are only the 
floccy flocks following theone Shephord? 
That all tho islanda of light in immonsity aro 
ono groat archipelago belonging to our King ? 

But this scone also impresses mo with the 
fact thatthe wieo monof tho East cameto 
Christ. They were not fools, they were not 
imbecilor, The record distinotly says that 
tho wise men came to Christ, We say they 
were the magi, or they wero the alchemists, 
or they were tho astrologists, and wo say it 
with dopreciating sccentuation. Why, they 
wero the moat splendid and magnificent men 
of the contury. They wero tho naturalists and 
tho scientists, Thoy know all that was 
known, You must remembor that astrology 
was tho mothor of chemistry, aud because 
ohildren aro brighter than the mother you do 
not despiso the mother, It was the lifelong 
business of these autrologors to study the stars, 
Twenty-two hundred and fifty years before 
Christ was born the wise men knew the pro- 
cossion of the equinoxes, and they had oalcu- 
lated the orbit and ths return of the comets, 
Prof. Smith declarou thathe thinks they 
undoratood the distanco of tha sun from the 
earth, Woe find in the book of Job that tho 
mon of olden times did not suppose the world 
was flat, az somo havo said, but that he knew 
and the mon of his time knew the world was 
globular. The pyramids were built for astro. 
logical and astronomical study. Then the 
alohemists spent their lives in the study of 
metals and gases and liquids and solids,and in 
filling the world’s library with their wonder. 
ful discoveries, They were vastly wise men 
who came from the East, They understood 
embalmment as most scientific men cannot 
understand it, After wehave gone onia 
studying hundreds and thousands of years wo 
may come up to the point whore somo of tho 
ancient wiso men began to forget. I believe 
the lost arts are as mighty as the iiving arte. 
They were wise men that came from the East, 
and traditionssysthe three wisest came— 
Casper, a young man; Balthazaro man in 
middle age; and Melchoir,an ootogenarian-the 
threo wisest men ofall tho century. They 
came to the maoger. So it has always been, 
The wisest men come to Christ ; the brainiest 
men come to ths manger, Who was the great- 
est metaphysician this country over has 
produced ? Jonathan Edwards, the Christian. 
Who was the greatest astronomer of the world? 
Herachel, the Christian, Who was the great- 
eat poet ever produced? John Milton, the 
Christian, Who was the wisest writer on law? 
Blackstone, the Ohristian. Who is the 
mightiest intellectin Great Britain to-day? 
Gladstone, the Christian. Why is it that 
every college and university inthe land has a 
ohapel? They must have a place for the wise 
men to worship, Come now, let us understand 
by ounces and by inches this whole matter, 
In post-mortem examination the brain of dis- 
tinguished men has been examined, and I will 
find the largest, tho heaviest, the mightiest 
braip ever produced in Amerios, and I will 
ask what that braio thought of Christ. Here 
it is, the brain woighing fifty-cight ounces, the 
largest brain ever produced in America. Now 
let me find what that brain thought of Christ, 
In the dying moments that man sald: ‘' Lord 
I believe; help Thou mine unbelief. What- 
ever elso I do, Almighty God, recoive me to 
Thyself, for Christ’ssake, Thia night I shall 
be in life and joy and blessedness. So Daniel 
Webster came tothe manger. The wise men 
of the East followed by the wise men of tho 
West, 

Know also in this scene that {t was a win- 
ter month that Christ chose for His son’s na- 
tivity. Had it been the month of May—that 
is tho season of blossoms, Had He been born 
in the month of Jano—that isthe season of 
roses. Had Ho been born in the month of 
July—that is the season of great harvests, 
Had He been bora in the month of September 
—that is the season of ripe orchards. Had bo 
been born in the month af October—that is 
the season of upholstered forests. But He 
was bornin the month of December when, 
there are no flowers blooming out of doors, 
and when all tho harvests that have not been 
gitthered up have perlshed, and when there 
are no fruits ripening upon the hill, and when 
the loaves are drifted over the bare earth. it 
was in closing December that He was born to 
show that this is a sharp Christ for people in 
sharp blast, for people under clouded sky, 
for people with frosted hopes, for poople with 
thermometer below zero, for people snowed 
under, A Docember Christ! That is the 
reason He is so often found among the desti- 
tute, You can find Him on any night coming 
through the dark Innes of the city, You can 
aco Him putting His hands under the fainting 
head in the panper’s cabin. He remembers 
how the wind whistled around osravaneary in 
Bethlehom that December night, and he is in 
sympathy with all those who in their poverty 
hear tke shattora. clatter on a cold. nighb;- Lt 
was this December Christ that Washington 
and hisarmy worshipped at Valley Forge, 
whon without blankets they lay down in the 
Decembor snow, It was this Obrist that the 
Pilgrim Mathers appealed to when tho May- 
flower wharfed at Plymouth Rook, and in the 
yoara thet went by the graves digged were 
more in pumber than the houses built. O ! I 
tell you we want a December Christ—not a 
Christ for fair weather, but a Christ for dark 
days, clouded with sickness, and ohilled with 
disappointment, and suffocating with be- 
reavowont, end torrifio with wide open graves, 
Not ao springtime Obrif, not a summor 
Christ, not an autumopal Christ, but a wintor 
Christ. O1 this suffering and struggling 
world needs to be hushed and soothed, and 
rooked,and lullabied in the arms of sympathot- 
ic omnipotence. No mother ever with more 
tondorness put her foot on the rocker of the 
cradle of the sick child than Christ comes 
down to us, to this invalid world, and He 
rocka it into placidity and quietness as He 
anya. ‘* My poace I give unto you ; not as the 
world giveth, give I unto you.” O! you 
broken-hearted ; O ! you persvouted and tried 
souls ; O! you burden-boarors, this day I do- 
olare unto you # Docember Obrist, 

Notice, alao, a fact which no one seoma to 


notice—that this Christ was born among tho 
shoop, and tho cattle, and the horses, aod the 
camole, in order that Ho might bo an allovi- 


atiog (nfluence to the whole brute animal croa- 
tion, Hath the Christ who compared Lliim~ 
nolf. ton dove no care for the crueltios of 
tho pigeon shooting? Hath the Ohbriat who 
compared Himself to » lamb no oaro for 
the shoop that aro tied and contorted, 
and with nock ovor the sharp cdgo 
of tho butoher’s cart or the oattle trafp, in 
hot weathor, from Omaha to Now York with 
no wator—1,500 miles of agony. Hath tho 
Christ whose tax was paid by a fish, the coin 
taken from its mouth, no caro for the tossing 
fins in the fish market? Hath the Christ who 
atrapg with His own hand the nerves of dog 


section? Hath the Christ who sald, ‘Go to 
tho ant,” no watchfalnosa for the ‘transfixed 


insoot?t Hath tho Christ who sald, ‘Behold 
the fowl of the vir,” Himeolf nover boheld tho 
outrages heaped upon the brute oroation 


whioh cannot artioulate its grief ? This Christ 
ame not only to lift tho hnman race ont of 
ite trouble, but t» lift out of trouble and hard. 
ship tho animal creation. And in the 
ous millennial time the child shall lead the 
lion and play with the cockatrico only be- 
causd brato and reptile shall have no moro 
wrongs to avengo. ‘To alleviate the condition 
of the brute oréation, Christ was born in the 
caltlo pon—the firat bloat of the Lamb of God 
hoard amiitho tired flocks of the Botblohem 
shophords ; the whito horse of oternal victory 
ftablod in a bara, 

But notion aleo in this accounts the throe 
Christmas presenta that aro brought to the 
manger. Gold, frankincense and myrrh, 
Gold to Christ—that means all the sfilaenoe 
of the world brought to Christ. For lack of 
money, no more asylums limping on their way 
like the cripples whom thoy helped, feeling 
thelr slow way like the blind people whom 
they sheltered, Millions of doliars for Christ 
whore thoro are now thousands for Christ, 
Railroads owned by Christian stockholders, 
and governed by Christian directors, and 
carrying passongers and freight at Christian 
prices. George Peabodys and Abbot Lawren- 
ces and James Lonnoxes no rarity. Bank of 
England, Bourse of France, United States 
Treasury, all the mon+yei ipstitutions of the 
world for Christ ; the gold for Christ. That 
not meroly paid the way for Joseph and Mary 
and tho divine fagitive into Egypt’, but it was 
typloal of the fact that Christ's way shall be 
paid all around the world. The gold for 
Christ, tho silver for Christ, the jowels for 
Christ. Australis, Navada and Golconda | 
for Christ, The bright, round, beautiful jewel 
of a world’ sot like a solitaire on the bosom of : 
Ohbrist? 

But I notice that these wise meo also shook ) 
out from their eacks the myrrh. The cattle 
came and they snuffed at it. They did not | 
oat it bocause it was bitter. Tho pungent 
gam resin of Abyssinia called myrrh brought 
tothefeot of Christ. That means bittor- 
ness, Bitter betraya!, bitter persecution, 
bitter days of suffering, bitter nights of woe. 
Myrrh. That is what they put in His cap 
when He wasdying. Myrrh. That is what 
they.put under His hoadin the wildernoor. 
Myrrh, That is what they strewed His path 
wih all the way from the cattle pen in Beth- 
lehem to the mausoleum at Joueph’s country 
seat, Myrrh. ‘‘Yes,” says the pealmist, 
“all thy garments smell of myrrh.” This is 
what the wise men wrapped in the awaddling 
clothes of the babe, That is what the Marys 
Wrapped in the shroud of a crupified Christ, 
The Myrrh, O, the height, the depth, the 
length, the breadth of the Saviour’s sorrow. 
Well might the wise men ehake out the 
myrrh, 

But I notice, also, from another sack they 
shake out the frankincense, Olear up to the 
raflers of the bar, the air is all filled with per- 
fume, and the hostlers and thecamel drivers 
in the furthest part of the building inhale it, 
and it floats out upon the air until passers by 
wonder who in that rough place could have 
by accident dropped and broken a box of 
alabaster, Frankincenso, That is what they 
burned in the censer in the aclent templo, 
Frankincense, That means worship. Frank- 
iacense, That is to fill all the homes, and all 
the churches, and all tho capitals, and all the 
nations, from cellar of stalactited cave olear 
up to the silvery rafters of the atarlit dome! 
Frankincense, That is what we shake out 
from our hearts to-day, so that the nostrils of 
Christ, once crlmsoned with the hemorrhage 
of the cross, shall be flooded with the per- 
fume of a world’s adoration, Frankincense, 
Frankincense in song and sermon and offer- 
tory and handshaking and decoration, Praise 
Him, mountains and hills, valleys, and seas, 
and skies and earth and heaven—cyolone with 
your trampoety, northern lights with your 
fisming ensign, morning with your billowing 
clouds of sunset, Doyou know how they 
used to hold the censer in the olden time. 
and what it was made of. Hore is a metal 
pan, and the handle by which it washeld. In 
the inside of this metal pan were put living 
coals, on the top of them a perforated cover, 
In a equare box the frankinoense was brought 
to the temple. This frankincense was taken 
out and sprinkled over the living coals, and 
then the perforated cover was put on, and 
when they were ail ready for worship, then 
the cover was lifted from this censer, and the 
oovers were lifted from all the other censers, 
and the perfamed smoke arose until it hung 
amid all the folds and dropped amid all the 
altars, and then rose in great columns of praise 
outside and above the temple, rising clear up 
toward the throne of God. So we have two 
censers to-day of Christmas frankincense, 
Here is the one censer of earthly frankincense. 
On that we put our thanks for the mercies of 
the past year, the mercies of all our past lives, 
individual mercies, family mercies, social 
mercies, national mercies, andbdur hearts, 
burning with gratitude, send aloft the incense 
of praise toward the throno of Christ, Bring 
on more incense, and higher and higher let 
the columns xf praise ascend, Let them 
wreathe all these pillara and hover amid all 
these arches, and then soar to the throne, 
But hereis the other censsr of heavenly 
thankegiving and worship. Let them bring 
all their frankincense —the cherubim bring 
theire, and the seraphim theirs, and the one 
hucdred and forty and four thousand theirs, 
and all tho eternities theirs, and let them 
smoke with perfume on this heavenly censor 
until the cloud oanopiesthe throne of God, 
Thon I take these two consera—tho conser of 
earthly frankincense and the cenger of heaven- 
ly frankincense—and I swing them before the 
throne, and then I olash them together in one 
great hallolujah unto Him to whom the wise 
mon of the East brought the gold and the 
myrrb.and the frankincense as the star which 
thoy saw in the East wont before them, 


“Throw Physic to the Dogs, Vll

We do not feellike blaming Macbeth for 
this expression of disgust, Even nowadays 
most of the cathartics aro great ropulsive pill, 
enough to “tara one’s stomach,” Had

In his recent speech at Weat Durham,tho 
leader of the Opposition in the Dominion 
Parliamont devoted a largo portion of his 
remarks to the allogod gerrymandering by 
the Dominion Goverment in their Redis- 
tribution Bill, which was passed at the last 


session of Parliament. Now, whilst Mr, 


Blake charged the authors of that moasure 
with atifting the popular voice by means of 
an alleged gerrymander of the constituen- 
oles, he did not refer totho effect of the 


Grit gerrymander,under which somo aston- 
ishing resulta accrued at the general election 
for 1879. However, as Mr. Blako has 
given his version of the effect of the Domin- 
lon Government's Act,we herewith placo in 
contrast the results of Mr. Mowat’s gerry- 
mander, and in order that there may be 
no misunderstanding we shall follow Mr. 
Blake’s mode of comparison as slosely as 
circumstances will permit. According to 
the returns of the votes cast in the general 
election for the Ontario Legislature in 1879, 
there were 116, 5940 onservative votessgainst 
a Roform vote of 121,119,or an aggregate 
total of 237,313 yotes polled. The number of 
votes polled for each member would there- 
fore be 2,697, as nearly as possible. Now, 
the Reformers had over the Conserva- 
tives just 4,525 votes, or within a few 
hundreds of the number required for two 
members, so that if the people were to be 
represented in Parliament according to the 
strength of the votes at the polls, the re- 
sult would be the return of 447 Reformers 
to 43} Oonservatives, or 14 Reform 
members in excess, Yet the Reformers 
actually returned 58 members, whilst 
the Conservatives returned but 80, or 
virtually two of the former to one 
of the latter, although there was prac- 
tically, as near as could be expected, an 
equal division of opinion, For the Re~ 
formers to be entitled to 58 seats they 
should have polled 156,426 votes and the 
Conservatives should have polled 80,910, 
or anexcess for the former of 75,516, 
whereas their excess was only 4,525. As 
Mr, Blake said, his figures only being al- 
tered to make them suit the case ;—‘‘ Ho 
was it possible that the wishes of all those 
fairminded men who reverenced and re- 
spected representative institutions should 
be so thwarted as they had been by this 
result? How was it that the people when 
they spoke at the polls with almost an 
equal yuice on both sides should have their 
representatives in the Legislature ranged in 
ranks so different—58 to 30, They knew 
the popular voice in Ontario was very dif- 
ferent from what their opponents repre- 
sented it—very different from what it ap- 
peared to be in 1879 by the verdict of tlie 
people as appearing in June, 1879. The 
Government determined to thwart the fair 
expression of the people of Ontario by so 
altering the bounds of the constituencies 
that the voice with which the people of 
Ontario should speak at the polls should not 
be the voice of their representatives in 
Parliament.” 

Without descending to particulars, we 
may say that there were at least ten con« 
stituencies in which, had not gerrymander- 
ing been resorted to, or in which, if they 
had been given representation according 
to their population, the Conservatives 
would have been successful ; but by the 
division of townships and even of villages, 
and by “‘hiving” the Oonservatiyes, the 
model ‘‘ Reform”’ Government of Ontario 
managed to secure a very large majority in 
Parliament. In eleyen constituencies the 
total Reform majority amounted to but 
263, or an average of 24 votes (nearly,) A 
change of 132 yotes would have given all 
these constituencies to the Conservatives . 
and there were ten additional ones,in which 
a change of 430 votes would have given the 
majority throughout the Province to the 
Conservatives. Evidently the manipulators 
did not want to expend any needless voting 
power. In the district comprising Toronto 
and constituencies west of that city, the 
Conservatives polled 75,426 votes and 
elected but 13 members, whilst the Re- 
formers, who polled 82,381 votes, or an 
excess of but 6,905, elected no less than 
41 members, or upwards of three times as 
many,whereas the proportion—the average 
number of votes per member being 2,921 — 
ought to have been 28 Reformers and 26 
Conservatives. Will our Reform friends 
tell us that this result was accidental, or 
will they admit that, on the face of the 
facts, their party stands convicted of gerry- 
mandering, in order to thwart the will of 


in the House of Oommona; ‘ They who 
satin Parliament in the minority were on- 
couraged by the reflection that each man 
of them speaks for a larger constituoncy, is 
backed by a larger volume of public opinion 
than his individual opponent, and as a wholo 
he is practically equal, as demonstrated by 
these results, and that tho overwhelming 
majority of which they spoke does not truly 
represent the result the people of Untario 
have themselyes expressod at tho polls. 
They had also the responsibility for those 
unrepresented electors and for those mis- 
represented, who, to the numbor of 560,000, 
had not merely no voico in Parliamont, but 
a voice which would yote ‘ yea’ when they 
would have them vote ‘nay,’ and who voted 
*nay'when they would have thom voto ‘yea.’ 
They were, therefore, sepsible of the posi- 
tion they ocoupied, one giving them addi- 
tional power, and requiring them to exercise 
with care and assiduity tho duty entrusted 
to them.” Mr. Biake showed his regard 
for this declaration in his speech at tho 
Toronto Oonvention by sneering at the 
Opposition in the Legislature as a body 
neither numerous nor influential, and Mr. 
Mackenzie styled thom ‘‘ a miserable ramp 
of an opposition.”’ And yet this ‘ misera- 
ble rump” represent virtually one-half of 
the electors of the Province, 

Were Mr, Blake, Mr. Paterson, Mr. 
Ohsriton, and others of the Grit leaders 
really sincere in their denunciations of the 
results of the recent Dominion elections in 
this Province, they would insist upon 
those whom they can influence—namely 
their friends who are in power in Ontario— 
altering their laws regarding the represen- 
tation so as togive effect tothe popular 
vote of Ontario as a whole, as they, at all 
events by inference, urge that the Domin- 
ion Government should do, and denounce 
them for failing todo. The fact that those 
gentlemen remain silent as to the results 
under Mr, Mowat’s law—results, as we 
have shown, far more one-sided than those 
under the Dominion law, and of which 
they are cognizant, shows that they are 
not sincere in their declarations ; that they 
do not care forany injustice done to the 
minority, 80 long aa it is their party which 
secures the adyantage—that in fact, they 
are mere blatant demagogues whojcare for 
nothing but party advantage. 

The day of reckoning is now, however, 
close athand, and ifthe Oonservatives 
work with adeterminaticn to win they 
willdo so, A gain of 2,300 votes will give 
them, on the basis of the election of 1879, 
a majority of the popular vote in the Pro- 
vince. The turning over of only 560 votes 
in certain constituencies will give thema 
majority in the Legislature. This task is, 
we are well aware, not so easy as it seems, 
as the Government have taken strong addi- 
tional means for stifling public opinion 
since the election of 1879 ; but as the peo- 
ple of Ontario are a free people; as they 
detest tyranny in whatever form it appears, 
even under the guise of ‘‘ Reform,” we 
feel assured that the desired result will be 
achieved at the coming election, and that 
party which, although in a very small 
minority, has really the sympathy of a con- 
siderable majority of the unbribed, unfet- 
tered electors of the Province, restored to 
the administration of its affairs, from which 
they were ousted by a conspiracy eleven 
years ago,

South. Western Manitoba, 


(From our own Correspondent, ) 


Mk, Eprrox :—I notice that your col- 
umns are ever open ‘for the discussion of 
the interosts of Manitoba, as woll as overy 
part of our Dominion; and so fall haye 
been tho discussions in tho past, that I 
scarcely hope to add much to the informa. 
tion already diffused through your papor ; 
but with your pormission I may also be 
permitted to show my opinion. I do not 
profess to bo'h politician, yet in thoso times 
of political agitation nuother voice may well 
be heard, To mo itis strange how roady 
poople are to forget the evils of the past, 


and to magnify tho evils of the present ; 
and wonderfal to seo how, Independent of 
facts and calm thought, a certain class of 
would-bo politicians are over ready to cure 
every present ill by overthrowing the pres 

ent Administration and putting somothing 
in ita place, That there are eyils to be 
contonded with, oapecially when looked at 
from a mere sollish and local standpoint, 
no one acquainted with the facts will pre- 
tend to deny; and that for the present 
thore are difficulties and hardships to be 
endured, is also a mere truism. But I 
hayo lived in Manitoba under two Govern- 
ments, and hayo been a tolerably careful 
obseryer of the policy of both in its bearing 
on this country. I remember that under 
the Mackenzie regime 20 miles on each side 
of the O.P,R. were absolutel; reserved for 
railroad purposes. No homesteading was 
allowed in that forty miles, and equatters 
on any part of that reserve had noithor any 
certainty as to their rights being respected, 
their improvements being guaranteed to 
them, nor could they find out, though often 
enquiring what price they would be obliged 
to pay, or whether thoir land might not be 
put up at auction and sold over their heads 
to some richer man. Surely there was not 
much encouragement there to settlers to go 
inand take up land orto make improve- 
ment on their land if they ventured to take 
itup. Andat that time to ask any one to 
go outside of the 20 milo Jimit, or away 
from the rivers, was almost like asking them 
to go out ofthe world, Along the Red 
River there was tho same difficulty. I 
romember the settlers there sending petition 
after petition tothe Government to find 
out what they would havo to pay for theit 
lands, and the only satisfaction they could 
get was that they would have to pay what- 
eyer the Governor iu Council should decide 
the land to be worth at such time as it was 
thrown onthe market. So strong did the 
feeling at one time become that there was 
among tho settlers there, some of them the 
best class settlers in the Province, a general 
resolution that unless they were soon in- 
formed of their land and guaranteed its 
possession they would go over to Dakota in 
a body rather than submit to the uncer- 
tainty any longer. However, the 18th of 
Sept. 1878, changed all that, and those 
same settlers were retained to this Proyince 
by a new and more enlightened policy. In 
thoso days people could not help but 
wonder why the main line of the O. P. R. 
should bo built through ao hilly country 
to Selkirk, while a straight line could 
haye been built over the prairio direct to 
Winnipeg at a very little over half the ex- 
pense. So totally out of keeping with 
good Government and an enlightened 
policy respecting Manitoba were the acts 
of the Mackenzie regime that the I’ree Press, 
a rabid Grit paper, felt compelled to re- 
gale its readers day after day with the most 
seathing rebukes of that whole policy, and 
to declare that it had lost all confidence in 
the honesty and wisdom of Mr, Mackenzle 
and his colleagues in office. Yet after all 
that experience these are the men whom 
the Free Press & Oo. would put back in 
office again as a remedy for all Manitoba's 
ills, Strange that wise men should pro- 
pose to remedy the evils of our Province 
by reinstating men who were acknowledged 
tailures and worse when in office. Others 
propose to remedy all our ills by repudiat- 
ing the solemn contract of the Dominion 
with the OC, P. R, Company. We haye 
now got our railway, and if the contract 
wore only now repudiated and all compan- 
ies allowed to come in and take our trade 
away to the States irreapective of what we 
owe to old Canada for shouldering the bur- 
den of our road, and by its money and cro- 
dit making that road possible, irrespective 
of the fact that the O, P. R. Company have 
fulfilled their part of the contract not only 
to but far beyond the letter, we would be 
a happy people. However, | for one hope 
the day is very far distant when we shall 
attempt to increase our own prosperity by 
violating solemn contracts, and by national 
repudiation of honest debts, 

There has been a good deal of excitement 
through theso parts anent tho disallowance 
of certain railway charters, but I think the 
excitement ia dying out and better judg- 
mont is boginning to prevail, and’on the 
wholo, I think there is a fair chance for the 
policy of the Dominion Goyernment to be 
sustained at the coming elections. You 
gave in a late issue some instances of pro- 
minent politicians being opposed by their 
own brothers. The like obtains here. 
Thos, Greenway, who poses as the cham- 
pion of l’rovincial rights, and hopes to be 
Premier under this flog, has no strouger 
opponents than hia two brothers, who fare 
out and out supporters of Sir John A. 
And by the way, I think badstacking of 
grain this summer has aided the ory for 
Provinoial rights this winter, 

The crops wore excellont in 
this year, but thero wosa great deal of 
very carelons stacking done, The result 
was that any amount of grain was spoiled. 
Many farmers took their spoiled grain to 
Emerson ; some. got 30 cts. a bushel, 
some could not sell ot all, and as a 
rosult of thie they camo home disap- 
pointed, and very much ohagrined ; and 
being in a bad hamor were disposed to lay 
tho blame of their ill-luck on the firat thing 
that came to hand. Just about that time 
camo the news that the RR. charters wore 
Hore then wasa fair object

no doubt, T. Greenway & Vo. aro profiting 
by the disappointment and discontent of 
thoso who have only themsolyes to blame

As an instance of the rapidity tho

Ltalian rad cals and could frustrate any active 
acoord bolweon Italy and Austria, 
DETAILS OF THE COLLISION 
Lonpon, Jan, 8,—Further details of the 
disaster cf the City of Brussells aay tho Capt, 
was one of tho firet picked up by tho boats, 
although ho and tho Chiof Eoginoor were the 
last to leave the rigging.

Tho pas engera of the 
Brussels bave drawn up a memorial express 
ing gratitude and admiration for the prompti- 
tude and coolness of the officers of the vessel, 
Before the Kirby Hall arrived at Liverpool 
the pilot boat had boarded her with provisions 
which were very welcome, as the passengers 
had not tasted food fora number of hours 
and many of them were suffering groatly from 
the shock. Besides the breach in the bull,the 
balkhead of the Brussels was shifted by the 
violence of the collision, this accounting for 
her speedy sinking, The captain of the Kirby

ural tone, and in fact developing a new race, 
Most boys are cruel, but it is generally the 
cruelty of ignorance, not of vice—a oruelty 
stimulated by the plaudits of corrupted 
companions, or prompted by an uncurbed 
craving to exercise | aes power or pursue 
ingulaltive unguided investigations, Let 
oruelty be stigmatized with opprobriam, let 
the sensitive anatomy cf the lower creation 
be explained, let the intimate interdependency 
of creature upon creature and upon creator be 
realized, and let the fashion be set by worthy 
and popular leaders for the weak to follow, 
and the world willsee less of revolting op- 
eer ofthe dumb and will be benefitted 

y the additlonal amount of pleasure and Jabor 
and productiveness procurable from willing 
workera well treated. 

A few instances of the many in which good 
might be done will suffice, Why not make 
our dogs of commercial value, as they are in 
some countries? Endurance and fidelity and 
sagacity recommend them, It has been eaid 
that man is the God of tho canine race. If so 
we must agree with Mallook that ‘‘ Humanity 
makes a very poor Deity.” Why not improve 
our breed of horses? Abolish the unsightly, 
unscientific and iniquitous bearing rein, which 
diminishes speed and strength, creates disease 
destroys beauty. Allow graceful tails to 
sweep uncut, even though these same 
tails may damago aggressive flies; the 
S. P. C. A. discriminates in its sympathy. 
Let us not vaunt our vanity by clipping and 
singeing the natural coats of nervous orea- 
tures in this Canadian climate unless it be in 
summer asa curative. Let our whip be our 
oat-bin. Mules and donkeys are recalcitrant 
and stubborn ; some horees balk, some horses 
bite ; and it is fortunate that there is some 
spirit left-in the race, some safety-valve by 
which their wrongs find vent, As we doscend 
the grade of reason (or instinct if you will) 
the cruclties inflicted by man (dressed in a 
little brief authority) are greater. The last 
days of cattle shipped aliye are not haloyon 
days. In spite oh statutory enactments, in 
spite of public opinion, they are crowded, 
bruised and branded, exhausted with pro- 
trasted fatigue, starved for food, and finally 
swollen with water drank after an artificial 
thiret has been created in order to increase 
their live weight. Then they pasa from oar 
to carcase, from a living death to annihila- 
tion. This is° something upon which we 
should do more than ruminate, we should act 
upon the burning protests which have appear- 
ed in the press of the United States. We have 
now in Belleville one who has done much to 
alleviate theee sufferinge, one whose name 
is known all over Amorica, Mr. W. 
Stuart Hunter, inventor of the Hunter 
cattle oar, which is rapidly acquiring that nvi- 
versal favor which it merits, and ap sacoount 
of which has appeared iu your columns. This 
gentleman will no doubt energetically sup- 
port the establishmont of a Humane Society 
here ; his experience in connection with siml- 
lar societies elsewhere, will enable him to 
aid materially in the practical working, as 
woll as in the organizing and popularising of 
the Association. 

The ‘Metropolitan Soolety,” formed at 
Ottawa, has been carried on sucoesstally for 
more thana year, and many reforms have 
been secured, and grievances rodressed 
through its sgonoy, Given an oasily accessible 
office, little money is required, as the fines 
will, for some years, nearly pay the expenses, 
if the officers do their duty. ‘Lhe Dominion 
Statutes of 1869, 1875, 1879, 1880, as well 
as sovoral Ontario Statutes, gave amplo 
powers and make the process of prosecution 
simple, but effectual, 

It is perhaps a truism tossy that that 
which oan only do good oan do Belleville no 
harm, in the eyos of others or in her own 
midst, and I would bospoak for the proposed 
Soolety, the support of all good citizens and 
the advocacy of your columns, I pload

Dickson, referring to the motion rolat 
ing to the bonded debt of the City for $100,- 
000 and $50,000 in aid of the G. J. R. (notice 
of which had been given by him), eaid in re- 
gard to the $100,000 By-lew that it had b:en 
iven on conditions favorable to the City. 

ne COMd4inn was that Belleville should have 
a majority on tho Bum ve—e+-—+—+ hin 
would thusgive the City and County amajority 
of the Directors. When the $100,000 By-law 
was submitted to tho ratepayers, it was urged 
as an inducement to the ratepayers to vote for 
it, that Belleville would bo the headquartera of 
the road, but while that representation was 
made and on the strength ot which $100,000 
was given tho road on tho strength of these 
roprozentations, the Legislature had approved 
of it, At the next session of Parlisment the 
ropreeontation was affirmed and an Act passed 
confirming tho headquarters of the railway in 
this city, Ho was sefo in saying that the acts 
passed wero permissive, Permission was 
given the railway to lesson the number of 
Directors and they did so- oven to less than 
the number originally allowed to Belleville and 
to the lors of the people of this city. That 
was tho act of the railway and not the Logis- 
lature, though tho Legislature pormitted it, 
The Legislature bad not done anything to 
take from us our remedy in regard to that 
condition, The Council had oppor- 
ed the Midland Bailway Amalgamation 
Act and had sent the City Solicitor to oppose 
it, He did so, and wo know the result, 
No somblance of fairness was shown in favor 
ot Belleville for the $150,000 it had given. 
Everything bad been taken from us, When 
the Legislature had capitalized the Midland 
Railway system at $10,000,000, after dividing 
the capital proportionately among the roads 
forming it, $2,400,000 of watered stock over 
and above the capital of the organization, was 
added and authorized to be distributed for 
services rendered or to be rendered, Those 
sérvices that Belleville gave; the $100,000 
without’ which the road never would have 
been built, brought it no return, Ifany one 
was entitled to a part in the distribution of 
the stock Belleville should be. When the 
Bill was under consideration in the Logislatare 
the City Solicitor had asked for stock equal 
in amount to what Belleville had paid, but the 
only concession given was that the Mayor is 
a Director, He'may learn something of the 
inner workings of the road but wo can exert 
no control. The road was run in the interests 
of another town which had not given it a 
shilling. It was expected that with the 
headquarters here, a large expenditure would 
follow andthatourmerchants and basiness men 
generally would be benefitted, but not a single 
dollar of what was expected would be expen- 
ded here, was epent in Belloyille ; sll” was 
expended elsowhere, Our merchants, traders 
and Jaborors got no benefits such as they had 
been led to expect. Now, the question that 
presented itself was ; was thorea remedy ? Ho 
beli ved that if the Council and citizens 
would unitedly and manfully standup for 
their rights in this matter, a satisfactory and 
profitable arrangement could be made, His 
motion was : 

What is the position of tho City and 
what are the remodies ? 

He disclaimed being an opponent of the G. 
J. R. and thought it might yot he a benefit 
to Belleville, but it was’ plain that we do not 
receive the benefits and advantsges that we 
should 

The heads of relief are: 

1,—Whether we are liable for $150,‘ 00 to 
the present bondholders, 

That, it had been aid, involved the idea of 
repudiation, but he did not think so, The 
debentures wero iseued under a By-law and 
the people who purchased them did so under 
certain conditions, for a copy of the By-law 
stating the conditions was attached to cach 
debenture If suoh conditions were broken, 
viz, the conditions on which we gave our 
money, our liability fo such bondholders is 
gone. I{ under such a view, the bondholders 
lose money it was not our fault but that of 
the railway which obtained the power to make 
achange in the Aot, and the Legislature was 
also doing us a wrong. 

2. Whether or not we have a cause of action 
to recover the monoy given ora part of it, 
We gave tho money for certain privileges for 
all timo and if such failed should we not havo 
reliof ? 

3. And should we not potition the Dominion 
Parliament for the disallowance of the Act? 
The principle on which suoh bills as the last— 
that relating to Caldwell—was disallowed was, 
because it was considered an uowarrantablo 
interference with private rights, That prin- 
ciple applied to the rights of munioipalities 
as Woll as those of private individuals, One 
will apply as well as the othor, In dealing 
with such corporations, he belicved 
our only way was to get cur rights and 
we should stand up manfully, whether those 
we oppose were corporations or private indi 
viduals, If ao firm stand wero taken it might 
prove of matorial advantage to Belleville, and 
wo may got a remedy to a cortain extent, or 
secure counter advantages to the city, Wo 
might be able to make terms that would be 
of advantage tothe city. A ratepayor had 
called attention in a publio print to the dan- 
gor of a rival road running north— the Ontario 
Central. It was unfortunate that that citizon 
did not realize the importanco of that danger 
a year ago, while that road was being built; 
he was crying alter the horse was stolen. It 
showed, however, that tho poople wero alive 
to tho situation. In conclusion bo said some- 
thing required to be done, and he invited tho 
attention of the Aldermon to tho Importanoe 
of hia resolation,

PROPOSED ROUTE 
RAILWAY. 


OF THE CANADA PACIFIC 
KICKING HORSE PASS KBELECTED, 


WIinnirea, Jan, 8.—Major Rogers,in an 
intorview with a Iree Press reporter, gives 
the following particulars regarding the 
route of the Canada Pacific Railway through 
the Rocky Monntains. It follows up the 
valley of the Bow River, entering tho 
mountains 565 miles from Oalgarry, about 
115 miles, thence westerly four milos along 
Bath creek, thence southerly one mile to 
the summit of the Rockies, thence north- 
westerly down the Kicking Horse river 47 
miles to the valloy of Columbia, which it 
follows about 30 miles to the east crossing 
thence southerly 16 miles up Beavor,thonce 
westerly and southerly about 7 miles to the 
summit of Selkirk, thenos west down the 
east branch of the Illecilloiwant to the 
main steoam 20 miles, which it follows 20 
miles turther west, crossing Oolambia 
thence west through Eagle pars, 45 miles 
to Shuswap lakes, thence via lakes and 
South Thompson to Kamloops, abont 100 
miles, joining the road now being con- 
structed by the Dominion Goyernment — at 
Savona’s Forry. Tho total distance is 430 
miles, This pass, known as Kicking Horse, 
is 60 miles further south than Howse pass. 
The highest altitude of tho route adopted 
will not exceed 5,500 feet in the Rockies, 
and that in Selkirk 4,500 feet. The grazing 
and mining interests along the route are 
highly spoken of, and the scenery both for 
grandeur and beauty {is unequalled on the 
continent. The road from Calgarry. to 
Kamloops, 430 miles, is expected to be 
ready for operation in three years,

Woe have received the twolfth annual ro- 
port of the Inspoctor of Prisons and Public 
Oharities upon the Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb, for the year onding September 
30th, 1882, From the report wo learn that 
the number of pupils in the Institution 
increased to 303, (165 boys and 138 girls), 
as against 206 in the preceding 12 months 
—an increase of 7. Tho report proceeds 
to say: Itis gratifying to find that the 
objects and work of the institution aro 
being better appreciated by those whose 
children need the training it can give, for 
year by year the number of pupils in at- 
tendance grows larger, and more interest 
is shown in the institution by the public 
at large. Indeed, the attendance has so 
largely increased, and the applications for 
the admission of deaf mutes are so numer- 
ous, that the question of enlarging thein- 
stitution, and the beat method of doing so, 
will soon have to be seriously considered, 
I am happy to be able to repert that ano- 
ther successful session can be placed to the 
credit of the creditution. From the 

rofessional examination made of the 
siterary classes by Dr. Carlyle, of the 
Educational Department, it was found 
that both teachers and pupils had 
been working hard, and that both had 
benefited thereby.”

days of the week. They also distinguish 
the same when spoken, Oan readily read 
short sentences and form sentences them- 
selves by their teacher supplying simply 
such verbs as ‘‘am, was, is, go, put, open, 
etc.” This class comprises six pupils. 

Class V,—Oomprising six pupils, receive 
forty minutes instruction daily, Their work 
is to complete the many different combina- 
tion of sounds, including double-voic 
consonants, as well as any combination of 
vowels with the consonants. They are just 
beginning lip-reading. : 

Class VI. —Consists of six pupils, They 
are are all new and are learning the sounds; 
once having mastered a few of them, they 
are taught the simple combinations. At 
present guite a number of sounds are mas- 
tered, and pupils show symptoms of good 
progress, 

The report of the examiner—Dr. UVarlylo, 
of the Normal Sohool—is on the whole 
highly favorable,and shows that the teachers 
understand their work thoroughly and are 
doing it well. The report is too long to 
reproduce, but as the subjects of articula- 
tion and lip reading are of particular inter- 
est, wo subjoin his remarks on those 
classes ; 

“©The various classes in articulation’and 
lip reading under Mr, Brown were listened 
to, and examined with interest and satis- 
faction. The progress made by the pupils 


is not only satisfactory, but gratifying. it. 


will be a great boon to these pupils to be 
able to speak, even if they never become 
expert lip readers. While under the care 
of Mr. Brown, the pupils are not only 
learning to speak and to read the lips, but 
they are acquiring a more thorough ac- 
quaintance with our language and other 
useful knowledge which can be imparted 
much more readily by question and an- 
swer,” 

The health of the pupils was, on tbe 
whole, good during the year—nothing moro 
serious than an epidemic of mumps oc- 
curring. There were two deaths—one 
from inflammatory croup and the other 
from inflammation of the lungs. 

‘The nativity of the parents of the pupiis 
was as follows : Canada, 103 ; Ireland, 54 ; 
England, 46; Scotland, 48; Germany, 
16 ; United States, 6 ; Indian, 1 ; unknown, 
29. Tho County of Hastings sont 12 of 
the pupils, Lennéx and Addington 3, 
Northumberland 7, Peterborough 1. York 
sent the greatest number, namely, 22.

Tho Prosi tent, {n opening the mogting, said 
ho had oslled the Roard togothor for tho pur. 
poses previously stated, Ho aleo thought it 
desirable that tho Board should take np and 
disousa the subjoct of Croamerias, and memo- 
rialize the Govornmont thoroon 

Tho minutes of the last mooting were réad 
and endorsed, 

The President reported in regard to the 
motive power used in tho manufacture of 
oheess at the Provincial Fair at Kingaton. 
That city had promised motive power and a 
grant of $100, but did not do as it had agreed, 
and on it had guaranteed to do such, thatolty 
in his opinion, was lisble. All endeavors to 
collect the grant promised by that city had 
been treated with contempt. The Association 
hed gone to the expense of gotting milk, 
which had soured and become a total loss, 
from the wantof motive power to run the 
machinery for the manufacture of choeso, 
For the purpose df acoomplishing the objsot 
desired, tho A. & A, Association gave $100 ; 
Kingston promised $100 as well as the motive 
power, and the E, O, Association was to aup- 
ply the balance. 

A discussion followed, which elicited that 
Kingston had not treated the dairy intercet 
with any degree of fairnoss, and that it would 
bo urcless to attempt to got it to endorse its 
promieos, 

It was shown that arrangements were mado 
for the manufacture of Checgo at that fair at 
the request of somo of Kiogaton’s prominont 
citizens and some of the priocipal dairymen of 
the country were, cogaged to superintend its 
manufacture, Kingston had failed to falfil’ 
its promises and the result was that the Prosi- 
dent, who acted as superintendent, was out of 
pocket, It was not tho first time that Kings- 
ton had unfairly treated this Association, as on 
« former occasion it had promised $200 which 
it had never giyen. The dairy display there 
was considered excellent. The matter was 
left in abeyance. 

Mr. Derbyshire, in regard to the establish. 
mont of creameries,-was opposed to the grant 
proposed to be made by the Government, Ho 
believed in the system of going around to the 
farmors and spreading the gospel among the 
dairymen., Inthe course of his remarks the 
speaker said that 59,000,000 Ibs, of butter 
were manufactured in this country annually, 
Our cheese and butter had greatly improved 
during the past two years, and the education 
given by Prof. Arnold was worth thonssnds 
of dollars in his district alono. If three prao- 
tical butter and cheese msn were engaged, 
which he thought could be done for $1,500, a 
great deal of good would result, He wished 
a larger grant from the Government, 

Tho President eaid that if the Board was to 
give $100 a year for five years ia each of the 
elx divisions of this distriot, for the creation 
of better factories, onda grant of $1,500 o 
year was made, $600 could be expended in 
instruotion, 

Mr. Ashley said ho did not think any one 
would put up a factory for sucha bonus as 
that proposes 

Mr, Wade said the Government proposed to 
erect factories that would cost $3,000 cach. 
They wanted a model factory. 

Tho President said the Government had 
expended $3,000 or $4,000 on a model butter 
and cheese factory which had never made a 
pound of either. The Dairymen’s Association 
could, in his opinion, expend the money in a 
more beneficial way than the Government. 

Mr, Bissell would favor striving to indace 
the Government to spend the money in tho 
six districts of this division. 

The President submitted a motion, asking 
the Government fora farther grant of $1,500 
to be expended in the mannfacture ofjputter, 
as the Association could make that sum more 
productive of beneficial results, than the 
establishment of oreameries under the control 
of the Government would. 

The motion provoked a discussion which 
resulted inthe matter being referred toa 
committee to draft a resolution memoralizing 
the Ontario Government for a grant for the 
establishment of creameries, 

Mr, Wade said that plans were already 
being made fer the Government oreameories.

The proceedings were continued ina oon- 
vorsational way.

Mr, Wade eaid that the Agriculture and 
Arts Assoolation would give two prizes for 
tho bess two essays on butter atthe meeting 
next fall. The prizes would bo $100 for firat, 
and $50 for second, 

Mr. Macpherson considered that cheese 
men should encourage the manufacture of but- 
ter, as a mutual benefit would result. Some 
sections were adapted for butter making ; 
some for cheese ; but they would eventually, 
run in agrooye, He approved of giviog a bonus 
for the better manufacture of butter, 

The President said that the Government 
intended to expend $10,000 in the establish- 
mont of three creamerios, The Association 
thought that knowledge could be better 
disseminated among tho people by the Associ- 
ation than otherwise. 

Mr, Macpherson expressed himself in favor 
of giving a bonus to butter making factories 
and favored an experimental factory, so that 
from the results formulas could be shown and 
results given that would redoaind to the oredit 
of all. Wenow have no formulas to know 
the results of certain manipulations and until 
we did, we would practically be experimenting: 
A concentration of experience would be better 
dissominated through the Province than 
othorwise, 

Tho President spoke of the progress made 
in choeso making and considered that tho 
butter now mado was a reproach to the count- 
ry, We must commence at the butter business 

“by degrees, but tho idea of the Governmont 
was too far in advance of the people, If far- 
mora were educated up to the proper standard 
in makiog butter, thore would be less work 
for them and better pecuniary results.

Aiter routino business and the introduo- 
tion of several Bills which recotved 4 firat 
roading. Hon, 8.0. Wood mado his an- 
nual financial statomont. Tho receipts of 
the year amounted to $2,880,066.61, the 
expenditure, inolading outloys on. capital 
account, to $2,919,133 81, against an esti- 
mate of $2,389,726, The assots of the Pro- 
vince amounted to $5,253,023 06, and the 
liabilities to $427,456.13, leaving a surploa 
of $4,825,566.87. The revenue for 1883 
was cstimated at $2,586,769 42, including 
$760,000 from Orown lands, Tho Trons- 
urer stated that the investments of a Pro- 
vince of a permanent character, such as 
public buildings, railroads, colonization 
roads, &c., during the last eleven years 
amounted to $10,877,642, whilo the fove- 
nue from the Crown Lands during the 
same period amounted to only $7,576,829. 
The ordinary affairs of the Province had as 
4 rulo been carried on independent of the 
revonuo from Crown Lands. The Treasur- 
er adduced the continually increased num- 
ber of public institutions for which appro- 
priations had to be made,and the additional 
work of the Departmenta as the justification 
for the increased expenditure, and claimed 
by comparisons between Ontario and some 
of the neighboring States, as wellas tho 
municipalities ‘of the Province, that the 
rate of increaso was much less in the ex- 
penditure of the Province than in that of 
other administrative bodies. He concluded 
by a reference to the extent towhichthe Ad- 
oministration had encouraged the farming 
industry, and the good that had been ac- 
omplished by the Agricultural Commission, 
the Agricultural Oollege, and other enter, 
prises undertaken in the interest of the 
farmers. . 

Mr. Meredith contrasted the-rate of 
expenditure of the present Government 
with that of the Administration of tho late 
Sandfield Macdonald. Hoe deprecated the 
working of the Urooks Act,contending that 
the former-license law was better enforced 
than the present, and as large an amount 
collected under it. The fines and penalties 
collected ought to bo handed back to the 
municipalities, 

Mr. Creighton claimed that for the last 
four years there had been doficits aggregat- 
ing nearly half a million, excluding terri- 
torial revenue from one side of the account 


and inyeatments and capital account from |’ 


the other.» The Ministry had no right, he 
contended, to include the trust funds among 
their cash assets, - : 

Mr. Meredith contended that the Goy- 
ernment were living on their capital. 
Taking the estimates for 1883 as they stood 
and deducting the $750,000 of Crown Lands 
revenue and also subtracting from the esti- 
mated expeuditure all items legitimately 
chargeable to capital account, there was a 
deficit of $400,000. He apoke at length on 
the Boundary Award, urging that the late 
Dominion election was a yerdict of Ontario 
against Sir John on this issue. This Pro- 
vince could not force on the other party to 
the controversy their view on the matter. 
He moyed : . . 

‘* That all the words in the motion after 
the word ‘that’ be strack out, and the fol- 
lowing substituted therefor: ‘This House, 
in view of the declarations of the leader of 
the Government that ‘the urgent impor- 
tance of the immediate settlement of the 
boundaries of Ontario has been repeatedly 
aflirmed by the Government of Oanada be- 
fore Oonfederation and afterwards, and the 
urgency has been increasing year by year,’ 
and that ‘it was never so great as it now is,’ 
regrets that no ateps have been taken by the 
Government of Ontario for the final deter- 
mination of the boundaries in dispute by 
moans of a reference to the Judicial Com 
mittee of the Privy Council of England, 
although the Federal authorities continue 
to urge upon them a settlement ‘by that 
method, and evinée a willingness to agree 
to fresh arrangements for the administra- 
tion of justice and the management and 
disposal of the lands in, and the govern- 
ment of, the territory in dispute pending 
the reference ; and in the opinion of this 
House the responsibility for the evils arising 
from the delay which has occurred since the 
refusal of the Parliament of Canada-to give 
-effect to the award, or which may hereafter 
take plac,e rests upon the Government of 
Ontario.” 

Mr, Fraser charged Mr. Meredith with 
having displayed inconsistency in voting for 
a ration condemning the Government 
fur the increaze of Ministers’ salaries and 
members’ indemnities. Ontario would have 
had her territery before now had the Qppo- 
sition continued to atand bythe Government 
in upholding the Award. He contended that 
the Boundary Award and Disallowance 
questions were overshadowed by the N. P, 
at the June election, 

The debate was adjourned,and the House 
rose at 12:45,

fact, for it will be suro to put mote money in 
their pockots and give greater satisfaction to 
all who handle their goods, Tho method 
proposed is to hayo the Goyernmont of Onta- 
rlo establish and equip three or moro model 
creameries in tho vicinity of large towns in 
the Province for tho map! fre of affording fro 
instruction in tho art of handling milk, and 
and making and packing batter, The ox- 
ponso of gach io ostimatod at $3,50% and it is 
thought that an exporleneed foroman and 
assistant oan bo obtained for $1,500 a year, 

The pupils in dairying are expected todo 
most of tho work required as componestion 
for theinstructions thoy recelve.

Mr. Redner refused to aliow the use of his 
forry landing in Ameliasbarg for a reasonable 
sum, and the Corporation of Belleville applied 
to the Council of Amoliasbarg and received 
permission to land at the presont landing io 
Amoliasbarg for the remaining 15 years of the 
term. The corporation of Belleville at once 
built the landing in Ameliasburg. This con- 
atituted, we contend, the giving of the Prinoe 
Edward people asteam ferry without asking 
any assistance other than the privilege of a 
landing at Forry Point. 

The people of Prince Edward say that whil® 
wo gave them a steam ferry, we at the same 
time imposed ferry foes for them to pay suf- 
ficent to not av annual profit tothe lessee of 
$3,000 per annum, They say they are willing 
to pay the cost of maintaining the ferry with 
reasonable interest on the capital inyeated and 
an annual sinking fund sufficient to refand 
the capital invested at the expiration of the 
lease ; bat thoy are not willing to make any 
lessee of the ferry rioh, for the privilege of 
selling their produce on the Belleville market, 
and paying the usual market feos besides, and 
the monoy realized out of the sale &c,, in nine 
cases out of ten, isspentin the city before 
leaving. They also say that the gross earnings 
of the ferry for the past 22 years have not 
been less than $1547000 ; that of this sum 
Belleville did not pay over 10 per cent, equal 
to $15,400, while the Prince Edward people 
have paid $138,600 of this sum, They olaim 
that $59,000 and upwards has been a net 
profit to the lessees of said ferry, 

They also claim that they have paid into 
the Belleville treasury during the last £5 years 
about §5,250 for market dues, which is far 
more than Belleville paid asa bonus and for 
building docks &o, 

The Town account, so far as I can learn, 
stands about as follows ;

ferry accommodation, but on the contrary 
the Town Council passed resolutions frequent- 
ly, allowing the ferry boat to leave the ferry 
and carry pic-nio parties, thus leaying the 
Prince Edward people entirely without ferry 
acoommodation for the time being, contrary 
to the terms of tho lease ; and when the lessee 
was summoned before the Police Magistrate, 
he would impose a fine of $1, which I have 
been informed, was never collected, while the 
said leasce would realize out of these excur- 
sions from $25 to $40 per day, and when the 
town officials were asked to have this matter 
corrected they said the town was powerless 
to act till tho lease oxpired.

TABERNACLE SERMONS. 


Discourse by Rev. T. DeWitt Tal- 
mage. 


BLESSINGS OF SHORT LIFE. 


“The righteous is taken away from the eyil 
tojcome,”—Isaiah, lvii, 1, 

We all spend much time in panegyrio of 
longevity. We consider ita great thing to 
live to be an octogenarian, If anyone dies in 
youth we say, ‘‘Whata pity!” Dr. Mublen.- 
burg, in old age, said that the hymn written 
in early life by hs own hand no more express- 
ed his sentiment when it said, 

“T would not live alway.” 


If sny be pleasantly ciroumstanced he never 
wants to go, William Cullen Bryant, the 
great poet, at $2 years of age, standing in my 
house, in a festal group, redding Thanatopsis 
without spectacles, was just as anxious to live 
as when. at 18 years of age he wrote that im- 
mortal threnody, Cato feared at 80 years of 
age that he would not live to learn Greek. 

onaidesco, at 115 years, writing the history 

of his time, feared a collapse. Theophrastus, 
writing a book at 90 years of ago, was anxious 
to live to complete it. Thurlow Weed at about 
76 years of age found life as groat a desira- 
bility as when he snuffed ont his first poli- 
tician. Albert Barnes, so well prepared for 
the next world at 70, said he would rather 
live here, So it is all the way down, I sup- 
pose that the last time that Methuselah was 
out of doors in a storm he was afraid of get- 
ting his feet wet leat it shorten his days, In- 
deed, sometime ago I preached a sermon on the 
bleasings of longevity, but on this, the last day 
of 1882, and when many are filled with sad- 
ness at the thought that another chapter of 
their life is closing and that they have 365 
days lees to live, I propose to preach to you 
about the blessings of an abbreyiated earthly 
existence.

In number of districts in the vicinity of 
Bolfast snow was lying on tho 10th ult. to 
4 preat depth. 

The widow of Major Honley, living at 
Carlisle Place, Dublin, was found dead on 
the 11th ult, in her bed-room with a bullet 
wound in hor left broast, 

Belfast has about 240,000 inhabitants and 
the town is increasing in size, About sixty 
stroets were formed there last year. Linon 
isthe staple trade, which omploys about 
80,000 workers. 

At Wicklow Assizes on tho 13sh John 
Oarroll was sentevced to 20 yoars’ penal 
servitude, and his’ brother Patrick Carroll 
to 10 years, for tho manslaughter of John 
Hickoy at Templomore. 

Tho Irish Constabulary are onlisted fora 
period of yoars like soldiors, They are train- 
edas recruits and when passed andappointed 
as constables receive £72 a year, along with 
lodging, fire and clothing. 

When about to hunt lately an oflicor of 
the Oshir, Tipperary, garrison noticed 
scraps of bread at intervals on the road. 
Tho hounds were driven off in timo to pre- 
yont their eating the bread, which proved 
to be poisoned, 

The funeral of James Simpson, band- 
master 7let Highlanders, took placo lately 
at the Curragh Oamp with military honors. 
The death was tho result of inflicting a 
deep gash on tho left hand between the 
thumb and forefinger while attempting to 
open a tin of condonsed milk with a hunting

The Dublin ovrporation have passed a 
resolution appointing a special committee 
to carry out the resolutions of the Man- 
sion House meeting with reference to the 
proposed Science and Art Museum, It 
was stated that when tho new street is 
made from Oork Hill to Christ Oburch 
place, a proposition will be made to have 
a site selected in that locality for a publis 
library. 

At an early hour the other morning two 
women, named Gannon and Smith, were 
found burned to death in a limekiln about 
a quarter of a mile from Boyle. Both were 
found inside of the kiln, which was at the 
time burning, with boots of—Gannon with 
her face upwards, and Smith lying on her 
side, with hor right hand resting on Gan- 
non’s foot. Both were greatly burned. 
The women, who were of the unfortunate 
class, had arrived from Sligo jail, where 
they had putin aterm of imprisonment. 


The Lord Mayor, at a recent meeting of 
the Dublin corporotian, pointed out that 
thers was no need for panic in the city, 
and that the condition of the metropolis 
had been greatly exaggerated. There was 
nothing to create alarm, and excepting the 
recent dreadful crimes, which all deplored, 
the calendar of the commission shoved 
that there wero scarcely twenty crimes in 
Dublin, these being of an ordinary and 
trivial character. [f a policeman were 
murdered in London or Birmingham, thers 
was no panic, Tho trade and commerce of 
the city were only depressed like that of 
othor large towns, 


Among other applications for outdoor 
relief made recently at Tullamore Union 
was one that cannot fail to make a lasting 
impression on all who read its history. 
The applicant (a Mrs. Judge), now an old 
lady, is descended trom the best blood of 
whick the country could at one time boust, 
and was reared in comparasive luxury, 
Daring her earlier life, and until recently, 
her place was one of affluence, and ehe 
held a good position in the society of the 
King’s county. Not long since hor last 
remaining relative died, and with him ex- 
pirea an annuity of £1,000, upon which 
they both lived. She was then left 
destitute. Foratime she managed, un- 
cared for and unknown, to eke out a sub- 
sistence, miserable indeed, as best sho 
could, but driven at last by dire necessity 
and poverty, she was forced to apply for 
outdoor relief.

James White, the Montrose butcher, 
who, ina fit of frenzy murdered his wife 
and mother-in-law, and has since been 
confined in the lunatic wards of the Perth 
Prison, committed suicide onthe 9th ult, 
by flinging himself over the balustrade of 
a atair. 


On the 9th, Mr. John Sadler, curator ot 
the Royal Botanic Garden, Edinburgh,died 
somewhat suddenly at his residence, lnver- 
leith row. Mr. Sadler, who recoived his 
appointment only a few years ago, on the 
death of Mr. Macnab, was very well known 
to horticulturiste. 


A few weeks ago the mortal remains of 
the late James Hamilton, Langloan, Ooat- 
bridge, were laid to rest in the Old Monk- 
land Churchyard. The deceased was tho 
son of the venerated and gifted pootess of 
Ooatbridge — Janet Hamiltdn — and for 
many years acted as her amanuensis. 


On a recent morning an encounter took 
place between a poacher and two game 
keopers, in a wood on the Karl of Stair’s 
estate, near Girban. ‘The poacher, while 
being closely pursued, turned and fired at 
the gamekeopors, injuring one of thom 
named Rennie so severely that he diod in 
the coarse of the forenoon. 


At the inauguration of a branch of the 
* Secular Union " last month, Lord Queens- 
berry oaid that he had been stigmatized as 
an atholat, aod thon,without boing allowed 
reply, excluded (the Scotch peers refused 
to reelect him as a representative peer) 
from tho House of Lords, whereas ho had 
nover expressed an opinion as to tho exist.

A torriblo fatality occurred in Kont St., 
Glasgow, st an carly hour on a recent 
morning, whereby threo porsons—a mother 
nod two young childron—lost their livos. 
Tho husband, whoso name is Potur Hateh- 
oson, returned homme from his work at eight 
o'clock at night, and finding the door locked 
went ta the house of his mother-in-law, 
Betwoen 2 and 3 in tho morning smoke was 
soon issuing from Hutcheson’s house, and 
an olarin of firo was immodiately raised. 
On an entrance boing forced, the charred 
remains of the mother and the two children 
were found on the bed in tho kitchen, and 
near them lay tho shattered piecos of a 
paraflia lamp, 

A Hamllton correspondent writes: It is 
not known here that the proceeds of the 
recent sales of the Hamilten Palace collec- 
tion of art treasures, books and MSS. havo 
enabled the Duke of Hamilton to free bim- 
self from the trustees into whose hands the 
managemont of hin estates passed more than 
tive yeara ago, Tho receipts at the recent 
rent audit ran in His Graco’s name, tho 
words ‘‘trusteos of” being érased, and ho 
has oppointed Mr, J, Auldjo Jamieson, 
W.S., commissioner on his estates. The 
interior of tho palace, having been re- 
arranged, leaves small evidence of the de- 
pletion to which it has just been subjected.

He knows that bread 
is practically untaxed, as very little foreign 
wheat is ground in Canada, except for ox- 
port. He knows that tho vast majority of 
the people of this countey use wood (on 
which there is no duty)—not coal—for 
cooking purposes, and that the duty on 
the coal and salt used at  broak- 
fast by each head of the population, and 
the additions made to the duties on the 
cottons or linens, furniture and cutlery 
throughout the year would not amount to 
more than 1 cent, whilst the amount of the 
reduction on teas and coffees would be at 
least ten times as much, He also knows 
that the present Government has materially 
cheapened the newspaper, with which the 
matutinal meal is solaced, by freeing it 
from postage.

Speaking of contralization,says a contem 
porary. Does the Ontario Government 
Propose to assume the power of granting 
Street Railway Companies the privilege of 
running cars on Sunday! Such legislation 
would be another advance in the scheme to 
deprive municipalities of their right to 
govern purely local matters.

The Ottawa Vindicator remarks: ‘As 
the wool growers of the Dominion are 
asking for protection it may be interesting 
to state what has beon the effect of the 
tariff upon the woollen interests of the 
United States. In the year 1860 they had 
23,000,000 of sheep. In 1880, under a 
protective tariff, the flooks numbored 46- 
000,000 head.

nocossitios. If thoy spond the money that 
way it is bat in accordance with the wise 
policy of thoir prodectsecrs in offico, and ba- 
cause the admirable policy of the late Sand- 
field Macdonald Government had been based 
{n public approval, standing the moat cortain 
of all tosts, that of practical oxporlonce. Tho 
Advertiser, speaking of tho attempts in pro- 
grees for the collection of statistics regarding 
manufactures, also porpotrates whiat, in the 
light of last session's revelations, is really a 
delightful humorisw, It says, ‘Tho yo yple 
aro anxious to know tho exact state of the in- 
dustries of the country. and they dosire to be 
in condition to mark its industrial progress,” 
It appears that one of the now-born desires of 


On Ttho Mowat party is to bo exaot, that the in- 


dustrial statistics shall not be like the farm- 
iog statistics, wherein tho corn crop of last 
year Was pronounced a failure in August, but 
yielded the biggest crop for yeara in Septem- 
ber, beating Blake's Paradise hollow! Tho 
organ informs us that ‘‘ the Ministors of tho 
Dominion have been making statements 
about tho growth of manufactures which ac- 
curate information might not support.” Oh. 

Then wo suppose the 
will doen it their duty 
to tone thom down to the right pro. 
and to moderate any tranports 
indulged on this 
matter, Oh, yes, they would like to 
tako tho ginger off the fine tales 
whioh the Minister of Finance has been tell- 
ing to the world about Ontario's progress 
They have an idea that it may be necessary to 
correot some of tho statements sent abroad as 
to the oxtent to which Onterio industry has 
prospered under the National Policy. It will 
not do for Dominion Ministers to present too 
fayorable an account of this fair part of the 
Do vinion. So they gloat in the expectation 
of being able to demonstrate, if-not that the 
National Policy has beon & national crime, at 
least that it has fallen short of the proniises 
made in its behalf, It {is complained by the 
Department that many manufacturers are 
averse to giving full statistics of their busi 
ness ; yet, judging from the Advertiser’s re- 
marks, that is precisely what they like, I£ 
the returns fall short for this reason, what a 
flourish they will make! How they will 
crow if onabled by thie means to illustrate the 
industrial shortoomlngs of the people! When 
we remember how carefal the Provincial 
Seoretary, Mr, Hardy, was to eliminate from 
the report of the Hamilton Immigration 
Agont all reference to the industiial progress 
of the city before its insertion ia the Blue 
Book, we must be convinced that the present 
statitistice will receive the most candid treat- 
ment at their hands, The report sent in by 
the Agent spoke of “ the development of the 
manufacturing industries,” and eaid, ‘all 
branches of trade had been fully employed, 
the shope, factories and mills being taxed to 
their fullest capacity; a large number of 
them being compolled to run overtime to keep 
their engagements,” and much more to the 
same purport, all tepding to show the people 
of the Old World the field which Ontario pre- 
sented for the operations of capital and labor. 
But h.w was this truthful statement met by 
the members of the Government ? Mr, 
Hardy, like another Atropor, came 
down with a long pair of shears 
and snipped it out as slick as a 
whistle, No artist-clothier could havo ex- 
celled the deftnesa with which he excised 
these pleasing reminiscences of the sgent, 
wherein that truthful personage had tried, to 
the best of his ability, to picture the growing 
prosperity of this ‘glorious climate of Oo- 
tario!” And, whon brought to book for it, 
the only excuse the Provincial Seoretary 
could offer was tha’ the printing of the pasa- 
ages in question would have made the blue- 
books of his department too bulky! Ancd 
these are the ple who now have tho 
effrontery to olaim that they are the friends 
of the mavufacturers, andof the country. 
They, like their political congeners of the 
Opposition at Ottewa, havestriven their best 
on every occasion to belittle and frustrate the 
efforts of the manufacturers to make their Pro- 
yince more fit to live in, more prosperous and 
happy. At the time when Blake, Mackenzio, 
Mills, Charlton, ef hoc genus omne, were, like 
the fabled gods of Epicurug, lolling upon their 
clouds, pouring down calamities on those who 
had offered them'incense, the Mowate, Har- 
dys and Pardees, wero slaughtering tho timber 
resources, equandering the surplue, plunder- 
ing the municipalities of their privileges, and 
planning every means of contraliziug authority 
aud overmastering the people. What cared 
they over for tho toilors of the workshop? In 
tho hard times they scoffed at their groantogs, 
and called them fools for demanding a National 
Policy, as thoy now call them crimivals for 
supporting it. But after its success has boon 
made joyfully manifest, aftor all the cavil and 
criticism of the Grits on that subject have 
been silonced, tho Little Premier and his

Is there one of our hotels 
which has the necessary provision for the 
escape of its inmates in oase of fire | We 
know not, but leave it to the authorities to 
havo the fact determined, as is their duty. 
Do our places of smusement offer reason- 
able chances of escape for those who assem- 
ble there, in case of fire or even panio | of 
these there are two, namely the Metropoli- 
tan Hall and the City Hall, and we un- 
hesitatingly say ‘‘ No,” in the case of the 
former, which is much the most frequently 
used. Itis on thethird story ofa high 
building, to jump from a window of which 
would be fatal. It has but one mode of 
ingress and egress, of which the public 
know anything, and a mere description of 
the same will suffice it to show that this 

hall is a death-trap of the worst descrip- 
tion. Entering by two narrow doors, 
which swing inward—not ‘outward, as pre- 
scribed by law—the visitor ascends to the 
second story by astairway not more than 
eight feet wide ; then turning at right 
right angles a.second stair is found, at the 
foot of which isa storm door that is 
usually closed in winter, except a passage 
of four feet wide or thereabout ; ascending 
to the top of these stairs the visitor, if 
destined for the reserved seats or the par- 
quette, turns to the right about, or 
if for the gallery goes [straight shead. 
It will thus be seen that, in case of fire or 
panic, there would immediately be a jam 
at the head of tho stairs, where the people 
from the front part of the house and those 
from the gallery would meet ; there would 
probably be @ sacond jam of those who 
struggled out of the fire at the rec- 
tangular turn, namely at the head of the 
firat stairs ; and finally, those who overcame 
both the difficulties named, might find the 
doors closed (as in the terrible disaster in 
the church in Ohili) in which case the pres- 
sure of those behind would imprison all who 
might otherwise escape. This place is not 
proyided with a single fre-escape, a ladder, 
or any other means of saving life, so far as 
we can learn, except a small fire extin- 
guisher, which is kept on or under the 
stage. These facts have all along been 
known to the authorities, and it has also 
been, known to them that many people 
refuse to risk their lives by going to any 
entertainment in the Metropolitan Hall, 
but no action has been taken to eyen at-« 

mpt to secure the safety of the public, 

@ now, in the publio interest, call upon 
them to close this Hall asa place of amuse- 
ment, for which purpose it is entirely unfit 
in every respect, or at the yery least, make 
its owner provide a suflicient number of 
fire escapes. If they fail in this duty, 
a fire or a panic may occur, and the results 
will inevitably be terrible. 

The City Hall is a very much safer place. 
The entrance is much wider than that at 


E the Metropolitan Hall ; it is a straight as- 


cent and descent to the street ; there is but 
one flight of stairs to ascend ; the height 
from the windows to the ground is such as 
might be jumped without a certainty of a 
fatal result ; and the doors open outward. 

No doubt the supineness of the authori. 
ties regarding the Metropolitan Hall has 
been owing to the want of any other hall 
with a sufficient stage and scenery ; but 
better will it be for Belleville—if no person 
orcompany cam be induced to put upa 
proper building for amusement purposese— 
to do without theatricals or opera, than to 
run the risk which is encountered on the 
oceasion of every entertainment in the 
Metropolitan Hall.

Ontario Legislature, 
FOURTH PARLIAMEN T—FOURTH SESSION. 


Monpay, Jan 16. 

A number of measures were advanced a 
stage. 

Mr, Monk, on the second reading of his 
Bill to amend the game law, called attention 
to the havoc created amongst the deer and 
other game by American pot hunters. The 
Bill proposed that all non-residents of the 
Province should take out a license before 
being allowed to hunt, 

Dr. McLaughlin agreed with the princi- 
ple ofthe Bill, and thought that othor 
amendments to the game law were neces- 
sary. Much good bad been done by the 
restrictions placed on the hunting of deer 
by dogs. 

Mr. Pardee thought that the extensive 
powers granted by the measure to wood 
rangers might require some modification. 

Mr. Morris approved of the Bill. 

Mr. Fraser didjnot consider it desirable 
to require a license for shooting tho smallor 
kinds of game. 

The Bill was read a second time and re- 
forred to a special committeo. 

The Provincial Treasurer's Bill for the 
establishment of public creamerios came up 
for a second reading. The Treasuror ox- 
plained the principle of thé measure under 
which three creamories would be establish- 
ed in different parts of the Province, which 
would be placed under competent mannge- 
mont, with the object of instructing all 
residents of the province in the creamory pro- 
cessfreeofcharge. [t would be impossible at 
present tosay wherethe institutions would be 
located, as they had to consider several 
questions tirat. They wished to avoid a 
rivalry with any oxisting institution and to 
make sure of ample local patronage. The 
matter of railway communication had also 
tobe considered. It was proposed to ap- 
point a consulting board to guide the Goy- 
ernment in the matter, to be composed of 
the Presidents of the Dairymon’s Asaocia- 
tions for the East and Woast, and the Pres- 
idont of tho Agrioultaral and Arts Associa- 


tion. 


A discussion then arose in which 
Mosers.

The Grit Maladministration of the 
Licease Law.

When tho ‘Crooks Act’ was introduced in 
1876, it was brought in with a flourish of 
trumpets. It was to cheok pauperism. It 
was to diminish drunkenness, It was ta do- 
oroaso crime, It was to cat down the number 
of Hoonses, It was to be in fact not only a 
tomperanoe, but io effect a prohibitive mea- 
suré, Thatthose wero the announcements 
made wo shall prove, Wo shall at tho same 
fim@ supply the proof of the total failure of 
these hopes. And wo shall give evidence to 
show that tho cause of the failure is not the 
Act itself, but the gross and oriminal mal- 
administration of the law by partizan appoin- 
teos with the fall knowledge and consent ot 
hypocritical Ministors. '

Hero is one of the statemonts made 
eth occasion of the introduction of the 
. ‘'In tho courao of his speech the Troasuror 
incidentally mentioned, as illustrating the

This is damning proof of utter failure. It is 
no use tolling us of the increase in the popu- 
lation, Tho inorease in.licenses has been, ag 
compared with what was promised, over a 
hundred per cent, The population has not 
increased a fifth of that, Andif it had, the 
Act wes not intended to allow of an inoreaso 
of tho consumption and sale of liquors, but to 
decrease it. 


—Again, the Globe made more general, but 
equally strong statements, as follows : 


‘Tho sad experience of Toronto in this re- 
speot is not by any means solitary, The coun. 
try has been flooded by tayerns and dram- 
shops, with the usual result of increased 
drunkenness, and consequently increased 
pauperism and crime, To this the new bill 
will apply to a very great extent an éfficient 
remedy,”—Globe, January 27, 1876, 

“The spirit and tendenoy of this measure 
aro favorable to the limitation of a confessodly 
dangerous traffic, and to this traffic being 
brought more under the control of enlightened 
public opinion than it has ever been. * * * 
Tho direct effecs of tho bill is largely to ourtail 
the proportions to whioh the traffic has grown,” 
—Globe, January 26, 1876. 


Now, let us give the results of afew years 
of experiment under the partisan administra- 
tion of Mr. Mowat, and his inspectors and 
informers, his bailiffs and bummers. We have 
been induced to go fully into’ the official 
figures, and have made out tables, which we 
oblige below, showing tho actual faots of the 
iquor traffic during the six years previous and 
the six years of the Crooks Act, They are as 
follows :

Mr, Morris moved au amendmont having 
reference to the Stroams Bill, declaring 
that Provinoial logislation which provides 
| forthe taking away of private proporty 

without compensation is contrary tonatural 
justice and to the fundamental principles 
of logiolation in all civilized countries, and 
that it was the duty of the Dominion Go- 
vornmont to prevent such logislastion. He 


argued that tho foundors of Confedoration 


deliborately gave the Dominion Govern- 


ment the power of disallowance, He 
quoted tho opinions of sevoral of the load- 
ing otatosmon as showing that o univorsal 


concensus of opinion obtained at tho time 
as to tho dovirability of the veto powor. 
This powor has beon exorcised moro fro- 
quently by Roformors than by Oonsorva 
tives, Botwoon the yoars 1867 and 1880, 
$5 Bills wore disallowed, The Oonserva- 
tives disallowed 17 bills in ten years tho 
Roforntors 18 in five yoars. He pntered 
into a lengthly constitutional argument to 
prove that the Federal Government posses- 
sed the absolute right of disallawanco over 
eyory moasure passed by the Local Legis- 
lature, contending that this was the more 
necessary in Ontario by reason of the ab- 
sence of the second chamber. 

Mr, Pardee urged that if the position 
now taken by the Conservatives as to ‘the 
power of the Federal Government had been 
laid down prior to Confederation the peo- 
ple would never have consented to surren- 
der their rights, Tho Liboral party did not 
question the technical legal power of the 
Dominion Government to disallow Local 
measures, but they did deny that they 
possessed the constitutional right to do so 
in cases within tho scope of the Provincial 
authority, The Billin respect of which 
the dispute had arison proyided ample 
compensation to those whose property was 
affected. 

Mr. Meredith contended that it was the 
duty of the Federal Government to inter- 
pose on behalf of the rights of property, 
which were threatened by the Streams Bull, 
He put the case of a measure being passed 
by Ontario confiscating the property of the 
Oatholio Uhurch, or by Quebec dealing in 
4 similar fashion with the possessions of 
Protestant bodies, and asked whether in 
such a caso the Dominion Government 
would not be bound to interpose its yeto 
for the protection of the minority, He 
admitted the power of the Government to 
expropriate private property in the public 
interest, but urged that this could only be 
done by awarding full compensation. 

Mr. Young declared the resolution false 
in form and in fact, and utterly subversive 
of the principle of Confederation. 

Mr. Hawley denied that the Streams Bill 
had taken MoLaren’s rights without com- 
pensation, and held that the Legislature 
was competent to make laws for Ontario, 

Mr, Morris’ amendment was defeated on 
division by a yote of 25 Yeas and 49 Nays.

Dairy: Farming. F 


To tho supertioial obsorvor, the chiof roanon 
for assigning to the dairy industry of thi» 
osuntry superior advantages over other 
branches of agriculture, would, be that of ite 
rapid and widespread adoption not only in 
sections whoro only the grasses best flourish, 
bas even in tho gratn areas, whore large soctions 
onoo noted for the production of grains have 
not only wholly surrendered to tho dairy 
industry, but slso have, whero this bay not 
been total, adding dairying as one of the fac- 
tors in mixed ferming, and with groat success, 
& success supposed to bo a\tained with a far 
less proportionate amount of labor than is 
essential to grain raising. 

This reasoning oan be more minutely ex- 
amiood, snd tho better it is inquired Into the 
more oluar becomo tho claims of those who 
advocate dairy farming. If we examine these 
claims somewhatin dotail, we will firat see 
that dairying bas this advantage to start with 
—that it is less exhaustive to the soil than 
grain growing, and at the” samo time more 
nearly restores in tho manurisl element. the 
drain upon the soil to produce the grasses that 
sro consumed by the dairy, In other words, 
the’demand upon the soil to supply materia! 
for a ton of cheezo would amount to about 
260 lbs , and somewhat leas of mineral matter; 
but of this quantity only about 100 lbs, would 
be removed from the farm, the balance going 
back fo tho soil in the form of manure, while 
the grain, especially whoat, would remove 
several times as much, and returo nothing 
besides the straw towards restoring the deple- 
tion caused by its growth. 

Another of the advantages of dairying 
arises from tho fact that dairy produce has 
become not only staple articles of diet, but 
in the case of butter, that having become an 
article of luxury that the consumér cynnot,or 
will not dispenso with, cost what it may, and 
bethe price high or low. This makea a 
permanency of demand which again coupled 
with the fact that the supply of fine butter 
and the fine grades of cheese han never qaite 
equalled the demand, becomes §a source of 
continuons income for the farmer that has no 
parallol in the other agricultural iodustrics, 
There is no danger of rivalry in foreign coun- 
tries, for the enlarging of dairy arcas abroad 
is not likely, and the annual extending of new 
channels of consumption abroad and inoreased 
home domand, all oan be counted as advant- 
ages. Then dairying can be made continuous, 
i, ¢,, the supplying of the markets in winter 
as well as summer, henoe it is paying to the 
dairymen at all seasons; and as prices may 
be said to be reciprocal with the cost of pro- 
duction, the farmer may be said to be mak- 
ing a profit at the average run of quotations, 

nder the new order of farming dairying 
has become, with the aid of co-operation in 
batter or cheose factories, or both combined 
in one, as one of the ‘‘chores” rather than 
labor of the farm, the milking being done at 
morning and evening and not usually inter 
fering with the farm work, and as the revenue 
thus gained Is likely to be nearly as much as 
other farm operations combined, the adyan- 
tages of dairying can be readily seen. 

ue combining dairying with that of grain 
raising several advantages arise, Tho well 
tilled farm is not surrendering any of its pro- 
ductiyeness to the dairy, for, in fact, the 
herbage is increased correspondingly, so that 
the farm that once could only support a dairy 
of 40 cows, now supports them far bettér, and 
leaves 40, 50, or even 60 acres for the raising 
of grain. - 

The cousumption of food by tho dairy is 
paid back ina threefold way ; milk, growth 
of stock, and the manure value of the void- 
ings, whioh Isat may be calculated to quite 
halneed the first cost ct the food, This is« 
showiog that can not be met witha ‘like ex: 
hibit upon the part of the exclusive grain 
growing farmer, and is ono that is having a 
most telling effuot in increasing the produc- 
tive energies ot the soil, cxpeoially upon the 
Western Reserve of Ohio, if wo may cite it as 
an illustration in point, ; 

Yet another advantage in dairying—it 
gives tho farmer a chance to furnish young 
stook for the market, for he is thas enabled to 
breed and raise his stock, and again makes a 
twofold increase. The cow thatis turning a 
profit in furnishing milk, supplies the calf 
without extra expense, and the farmer with 
hia coarser foods, with a small grain ration, 
furnishes a fine steer or heifer for the market, 
at a high prioo, while he has made the growth 
clear and has nottrenched upon the food 
supply of the dairy to gain this surplus profit. 

Last, although we have not more than 
touched upon this eubject, is the intellectual 
part of tho advantages of dairying. The 
dairyman, by the force of circumstances, has 
to become versed in the breeding and manage- 
ment of stook, especially that of dairy breeds; 
hence, in the very nature of thinge, he be- 
comes a thoughtful, studious, observing man, 
and, what.is better, it leads toa higher in- 
telligence, In summing up, we may say that 
the advantages of dairyiny calls out, among 
other things, enhanced revenucs, because but- 
ter and cheese have become necessities ; it 
enriches the farm, and is perfectly adapted to 
fostor the brooding and raising of better and 
more stock, It embodios thrift, progress and 
prosperity. Uader ‘* new methods" it makes 
tine butter and choico beef, not by any moans 
loes, but even more, and effords better grain, 
It does not imply farm houses with addod 
burdens, but, onthe contrary, relieved of 
drudgery, and tho time thus gained can bo 
epent in cnltivating the refining graces, and 
thus make farmers’ homes abodes of culture, 
rofinemont and ecduoation, placing the dary 
farmer upon o level financially, socially and 
intellectually with any othor dlaes or profes- 
slon—J/ Gould, m Agricultural Review,

Ono of the cloverest public men now alive is 
Sir Joha A. Macdonald,Prime Minlster of the 
Canadian Dominion. It is trae bis opportunl- 
ties have been limited, but ho has proved him- 
selt the possessor of true political genius, 
Since Disrasli and Gambetta are dead we know 
of no politician, exoept Bismarck, who can be 
classed in the same high catagory. 

If Canada had boen annexed to the United 
States twenty years ago, John A, Macdonald 
would have had a sphere large enough for the 
development of his powers, He would have 
been the leader of a great national party, the 
foremost magnet of Congress, President, per- 
haps, during two terms, In a provincial 
country like Canada, with its pstty interests, 
its narrow aims, its coarse and unevoluted 
party divisions, its petty and uninteresting 
future, there is no chance for the great 
intellect and puissant willof a truly gifted 
statesman, 

It is a pity that Sir John A. Macdonald was 
born in the nineteenth century, Had he wait" 
ed until the twentieth, and until Canada had 
become apart of the great Continental Con- 
federation, he might have made his name 
immortal. But who will remember a Cana 
dian raler twenty years after he is buried !— 
New York Sun. 

We freely admit the high reputation of Sir 
John Macdonald. It was all made by admin 
istering the affairs of the Dominionof Canada. 
Canada, therefore, cannot be so bad a place 
for a atstesman to make asplendid reputation, 
as the Sun appears to believe, If Canada had

He supported his motion in an able 
specch, in which ho stated that during the 
last fifteon years tho revenue of the Pro- 
vince from timber had amounted to upwards 
of seven millions and a half. He dwelt on 
the rapid oxhaustion of the timber supply 
both in Oanada and the United States, and 
assorted that the timbor resources of Michi- 
gan wero being so quickly depleted that the 
Amoricans contemplated the removal of the 
duty so as to save their supply by importa- 
tion from Oanada. He alluded to the 
frequency of destruction by fire, and held 
that the Government should take more 
pains to husband our resources, and that 
the Logislature ought to be consulted before 
any further sale of timbor limits was mado 
by the Government. 

Mr. Pardee contended that before a reso- 
lution censuring the Government was intro- 
duced some evidence of their having pur- 
sued a wrong system should be adduced. 
‘The mover of the amendment had made out 
no case, He held that it was better that 
the Government should act upon their own 
responsibility and sell tho timber limits to 
the best advantage than obtain a vote from 
their supportora in the House authorizing 
them to sell, which would give them the 
opportunity in cage of a blunder to shelter 
themselves bshind the action of the House, 
The Government, moreover, should be free 
to take advantage of the state of the mar- 
ket, which they could not do if they had to 
wait the sanction of tho Logislature, 

Mr, Merodith urged that as the sanction 
of the House was requisite in the case of 
money appropriations for public building», 
aid to railways, etc., it should alao be re- 
quired for the sale of timber limits, The 
interests of the settlers shouid be consider- 
edto agreater extent, and their farms 
should not bo stripped of all pine timber, 
The amendment was c nsistent with the 
theory of responsible government and the 
professions of the Liboral Ministry.

On account of the illness of Mr. Orooke, 


the orders comprising the Bills consolidat- 
ing the Acts respecting the Education Da- 
partment, Public Schools,and High Schools 
wero discharged, 

The House went into Vommittee of Sup- 
ply and passed the remaining items of tho 
Estimates excepting a few which were 
allowed to stand over. On the item for 
immigration, which showed an increase of 
$11,450, the Provincial Secretary explained 
that the increase was due to the anticipated 
immigration from Ireland under the aus- 
pices of the Tuke Oommittee. The 
Imperial Government would pay their 
passage outto Toronto, and it was not 
proposed to make any distinctions as to 
employments, but to furnish all of this 
class of immigrants with froo passes from 
this to their destinations, 

Mr. Ferris’ motion for a retarn showing 
the amount expended by the municipalites 
in the years 1871, '72,'80, and’82, ond 
also the amounts thoy recoived from liquor 
licenses, was adopted with an amendment 
by Mr, Morodith, inoluding the yoars ’74, 
and '75, 

A motion by Mr, Meredith for ao return

MACKENZI6 BOWELL, 
CUSTOMS, 


| HON, MINISTER OF 


(From the Brantford Courier.) 


Tho Customs Department is generally 
looked upon as a machine for tho collection 
of revenue only, but it does much more 
than this, through its agency the trade and 
navigation of the country is registered, and 
this is done by the collection of a varioty 
of statistics at each port of entry, under 
tabulated heads which are forwarded to the 
Dopartment at Ottawa, and there carofully 
compiled. These statistics aro annually 
produced in the blue book presented each 
year to Parliament. This volume is ono of 
the largest reports which is lnidon the 
tablo of tho House, It, would be. impos- 
sible to tell how the country stands with 
regard to its relations with the outside 
world, snd also whethor it is losing or 
gaining in wealth and prosperity without 
the information thus acquired. A study of 
the returns of tho Customs Department is 
one which is of peouliar interest to those 
who take an interest in the progreas and 
produoctiveness of the Dominion, the steady 
growth of which shows what remarkable 
strides we are taking in our advancement to 
that position which will.one day place us 
as one of the most advanced nations of the 
earth, tis expected the export trade of 
the Dominion for the fiscal year ended 30th 
June, 1882, will approach the respectable 
figure of ono hundred atid ten millions of 
dollars ; a comparatiye statement shows 
that the imports are falling off vory largely 
year by year, thus showing that the pro- 
tective duties imposed, have stimulated 
home productions, and have arrested that 
lavish expenditure on foreign commodities 
which was keeping the country ‘poor in- 
deed,” the difference between the imports 
of 1875 and 1881 being in round numbers 
twenty eight millions of dollars less in the 
former year. The total volume of trade for 
1881 is represented by the enormous sum 
of nearly two hundred and four millions of 
dollars. Although there has not been so 
much gooda imported by twenty eight mil- 
lion in 1881 ns there was in 1875, yet there 
was considerably over three millions. of 
duties more collected in 1851 than there 
was in the previous year mentioned, 

We know the old theory that money 
alone is wealth,has long since been explod- 
ed. The wealth of a country consists 
chiefly in the articles it produces beyond 
what it requires for home consumption, 
and is consequently able to export; with 
the money acquired from this source it 
(the country)procures these things which it 
is unable to produce, The exports 
Qanada are chiefly composed of the pro- 
ducts of the mine, the fisheries, the forest, 
animals, agriculture and manufactures, and 
these are constantly increasing as immigra- 
tion flows to ourshores and the internal 

pulation is augmented by natural causes. 

his,increase with the wealth which is rapid- 
ly being accumulated, will, at no distant 
date, make Oanada one of the richest coun- 
tries of the world, as the six articles above 
enumerated are all easily produced and will 
be exported in cumulative quantities for 
many hundreds of years to come. 

One of the brightest signs of our increas 
ing trade is that we are opening markets 
with other countries besides the old world, 
and the United States. Our intorchange 
of commodities with the British and foreign 
Weat Indies, Guiana, Brazil and other ports 
on the South American coast, with the 
prospect of a large trade with the South 
Sea Islande, Obina, Japan, and India, when 
our great commercial highway shall have 
been opened across the continent, is full of 
hope and promise to the country. 

t must be borne in mind that commerce 
has economic advantages which perhaps 
surpass in a moral point of yiew even 
those more golid considerations, which 
are productive of wealth itself. It is 
only by contact that nations learn to 
respect and appreciate each other, and 
when this contact is productive of good 
to both parties, as it usually is, in the 
intercourse of trade, it binds the nations 
together to associate with each other in 
this way, and assimilates the thoughts and

was so ruthlessly employed. Tho reason 
may perhaps be in the fact that the articles 
of comfort and luxury, were, in a lower 
state of civilization, less known and less 
used, and consequently not so much apy 
preciated, but with the extension of inter- 
national trade must come a natural reapect 
and appreciation of the traders and the 
people whom they represent, and that this 
will be the greatest possible guarantee of 
the permanent peace of the world, security 
of indiyidusal property, the consequent 
uninterrupted progress of ideas ond moral- 
ity, and a higher clovation of the human 
race, is as ooertain as daylight follows 
darkness or summer follows winter. Tho 
progrees of trade isthe precursor of that 
period when awords shall be beaten into 
plough shares aud people shell learn war no 
moro,

Mackenzio Bowoll’s position an oxccoding- 
ly arduous one, High datios meah a grout 
temptation on the part of unscrupulous 
merchants, to evade the payment of them 
altogether, or to'make them enter their 
imports at groatly reduced rates, Ono of 
the largost selzures over mado in Uanada 
occurred at Ottawa some few yoars ago, 
consisting of a railway bridgo crossing tho 
river aboyo the Ohaudiere Falls, This 
structure is made of iron and was obtained 
from a Philadelphia Bridge Oompany, 
The Oustoms Department contended that 
it was entered at too low a figure, and they 
seized it. The case camo bofore the Min- 
ister and after much delay and no little 
argument on both sides, he finally adjudged 
that the seizing officer had performed his 
duty, and he was awarded for his’share of 
the spoils between three and four thousand 
dollars, the Customs Department making 
a good haul out of it also. 

The Americans, who wero so stiff about 
levying duties on the cans/and packing 
cases Containing fish, which were allowed 
to pass into the States duty freo, met their 
match in our Customs Minister, who levied 
a duty on the Pulman cara which crossed 
the border into thiscountry. it. is much 
to bo deplored that two nations living on 
such friendly terms, along a border of such 
vast extent, speaking the same language 
and having for the most part the same laws, 
should not come to some understanding're- 
garding mutual customs rates. The way 
things stand at present puts one in mind 
of two large railway companies who are 
cutting rates to get the advantage of each 
other, Such things may be excusablé in 
private companies, but it ill becomes 
ustions to indulge in tall talk, end petty 
bickerings over tin cans and euch like. It 
is quite time that something should be 
done to havea mutual and friond'y under- 
standing, so that commerce may flow in its 
natural chanela without let or hindrance,

Wards!’ Suppose it to be divided into throe 
Warde, Can wo not seo that the ropresonta- 
tives of theso three Wards would probably at 
once be changed from vigilant guardians of the 
public purse into vigilant promotors of ox- 
pento—/or the benefit of their respective Wards? 
Now agasia increase the number cf ,Wards 
into 6 or 8, and do wo not eee that the number 
of the advocates of a lavish outlay of the pub- 
lio monoy, will be correspondingly inoreased 
—stillin the name of their respective Wards ? 
Surely the more we divide up a town or oity 
in this way into separate interests, the moro 
we approach to tho simplicity of individual 
barbario selfishness, For what purpose do 
clyilized communities become united, but for 
the purpose of substituting afratornal and 
united sympathetic or social interest, for tho 
selfish individualism of savages? Reduce the 
number of wards, and youare travelling so 
far from individualism or eavagery. Abolish 
them sltogether, and you take a decided step 
in progressive civilization. 

Let me pul before your readers an outside 
oases that we oan regard impartially, and that 
has somo points of analogy with ourown Our 
cousins in the S:ates have for tome time past 
been wisely turning their attentfon to tho ur- 
gent need of Civil Service Reform ; in other 
words to the necessity of appointing those to 
the posta!, custom house, and other public 
servicos who are best fitted for them, {ostead of 
regarding thom mainly og rewards for politi- 
cal partizanship. Well, they have just pas- 
sed their Civil Sorvice Roform Bill throu,h 
Congross; and it has many very ex- 
cellent provisions, such ss arranging for 
the examination of vandidates as to their 
needful practical knowledge before appoint. 
ment,— the arrangement for a six months pro- 
bation to prove executive efficiency in offise, 
promotion from the ranks in vacant offices, &o., 
&o, But, ouriously enough, like Yam Slick’s 
horse ‘'with a thousand virtues and only one 
fault,” which, however, was found in practice 
to counterbalance all the virtues; so in this 
bill one feature is included which may almost 
destroy its usefalness, 

The President is compelled to divide these 
appointments among all tho different States 
ofthe Union in proportion to pcpalation. 
Instead of adopting the business mothod of 
taking tho best man wherever found, the sp- 
pointments ar) atill to be regarded ag * patron- 
age”, and ladled roun i like charity soup to the 
poor and hungry, Like us, with our city 
wards, they aro appealing to the original 
individual instincts of selfishness, instead 
of merging them into a common desire 
and effort for the public good. Like us, they 
are neglecting their opportunity of sclecting 
the best men in the community. Like us 
they are cfferiog an inducement for the pres- 
sure of local claims. And like us they are 
offering to their represoatatives a motive for 
the advocacy of lavish rather than frugal ex- 
penditure of the publio tunds, 

But leaving this illustration, to which I 
may again refer, Jet us come back to.our own 
affairs, Year after year, we havo seen our 
Councillore urging appropriations for their 
respective wards much more frequently than 
trying to reduceor restrain them, Let us get 
the wards reduced ia number, and this diffi- 
culty will be diminished. Lot us abolish them 
altogether and it will disappear, 

We must remember that we have urgent 
need of economy—that we have for somo years 
been gliding at accelerating speed ona down 
bill grade—that we are in fact approaching

; POLIOH UOURT. 
The Alleged Arson Case, 
PRELIMINARY INVESTIGATION 


Monpay, January 22, 

When tho oxamination into tho charge’ 
against Francis Lockorty was resumod this 
aftornoon, the room was filled, and the un- 
usual interest tho case awakened was con- 
tinued. 

William Shultz, sworn, was examinod by 
Mr, Ooloman.—I live with my father and 
brother, and was in the store on the night 
of the fire; we retired about 9.80, and the 
fire occurred about 10, I heard Lookerty’s 
door open, and some one outside on the 
step, Witness described the position of 
the stoop and the situation of the rooms in 
the rear of tho store, and corroborated his 
brother, in regard to the statement made 


by Miss Lockerty. Tho story of the fire 
was detailed in language similar to that of 
the first witness. ‘Tho fire was put out, he 
wont on to testify, after Miss Lookerty had 
said ‘If you don’t go up ataira I'll toll Pa,” 
It was easy to put a match to the raga and 
sot fire to them ; I knew Frank was in the 
hext room because I heard him ; when my 
brother cailed ‘‘ Frank” the second time, 
his sister said ‘I saw you, and I know you 
done it.” Tho third time he was called he 
said ‘what,’ and started for the back door; 
she said ‘don’t go that way, they'll know 
you dono it ;” my brother said,‘Go around 
to the front door, this one is nailed ;” I let 
Frank in ; at first he said you're kidding 
me,” and afterwards ‘‘that’s so”; my brother 
asked him if he had done it, for his sister 
had said so; his sister then called out: 
“you done it, I saw you and I'll tell on 
you”; Frank said: ‘‘ she’s off” ; Edward 
told the prisonor again what his sister had 
said and Frank repeated : ‘she’s off”; I 
was there when my brother came bac 
with the police ; Frank had overshoes on 
when he camein; Frank when in the 
house spoke in a low tone to his sister, au 
ifhe were trying to keep her quiet ; I 
heard the door open twice before I got out 
of bed; I suppose three or four minutes 
elapsed from the time when Fraik was 
first called to the time he oame around to 
thé front ; when Frank came in he said he 
had been out a few minutes bofore the fire, 
and had not ssen any, and neither he oor 
his sister knew anything about it; my 
brother asked Frank how his sister could 
accuse him,fand he answered she was A 
“little off”; by that I think he meant 
that she was out of her mind; it was not 
possible for the fire that ocourred to origi- 
nate from the stove. 

Cross ecamined.—The fire was out when 
Downs came aud the window had been 
torn off; my brother was about five feet 
away from the window when ho threw the 
water on the firo; [don’t think tho window 
has been washed aince the fire ; 1 did not 
hear any step before the door opened ; I 
heard one step on the outside stoop; 
I did not hear Frank walk towards 
the tront door; | heard footstepsin the 
room where the conversation took place ; 
I took notice of the covering on Frank’s 
feet that night ; the overshoos were marked 
with a flower; when Frank said “ you're 
kidding me” I judged that he meant we 
were joking him; we have work enough to 
keep us going allthe week; we do not 
work on Sunday; I did not hear Frank’s 
sister make any objections to his going out 
the front way. 

Hugh McKinnon sworn.—I examined 
the premises the next morning and from 
appearance would say the place had been 
set on fire; while sitting in the room where 
the fire wasI could hear people walking 
and talking in Mr. Lockerty’s building; the 
walking and talking in the next room was 
ordinary; I was not there for the purpose of 
hearing talking; I examined the stoop, which 
is about four and a half feet wide and pro- 
bably twenty or twenty-four foet long ; it 
extends from Lockerty’s to Shultz’s door ; 
there is one set of steps to it ; the platform 
is about four or five feet from the level of 
the ground; I did not see any foot prints, 

Cross examined.—It was not until 
later that I was informed of thg footprints; 
it was supposed that I had got a full report 
from Sergt. UVowns or they (the Shultz 
brothers) would have apoken to me about 
the foot prints ; I had » conversation with 
the prisoner in my office after his arrest; I 
neyer have o conversation with prisoners 
that I afterwards disclose. 

Edward Shultz, recalled,—The outside 
window has not been washed since the 
fire, 

Mr. Burdott said that was all tho eyi- 
dence that it was proposed to offer. He 
asked a committal. - 

Mr. Dickson suggeated that the Court 
examine the place. It waa the most cog- 
ent evidence in his line of defence, He 
had no doubt all that was desired was an 
investigation that should be thorough both 
in the interests of the people and the pri- 
boner. 

The Magistrate ssid his yiewing the 
promises would not alter the evidence. 
The only point that had occurred to him 
was the atatemont of the girl who had not 
been called. Of course it was said she was 
‘off hor base” and of course we know 
what that is ; that sho is out of her mind. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty and was 
sent for trial to the next Court of Compe- 
tont Oriminsl Jurisdiction.

Tho 
Cimbria collided with tho steamer Sultan dur- 
ing » fog off Barkam Is)and in tho North Soa, 
Six steamors are searching for the missing 
boata, It is thought that there wore four or 
five hundred passengers aboard besides a crow 
of 105, 

New York, Jan, 21 —Tho agents of the 
Hambarg-Amorican Packet Company have 
roocived the following from Hamburg : "The 
steamor Vimbria bad 23 cabin psesongors, 362 
ateorage, and 02 of a crow. o far 69 persons 
have landed at Cuxhaven and 17 ab Moser 
Lighthouse, 

HAmbuna, Jan. 21,—Thoe Oimbria left 
Hamburg on Thareday, Sho ran aground be- 
fore leaving the Elbe, bat got off with the 
the flood tide, with tho asslstence of the 
steamor Hansa, without damage and put to 
Bos at 3:30 p.m. On Friday morning she 
came into collision during a thick fog, off 
Borkum, with tho steamer Sul/an. ‘The Cirm- 
briasenk in aehort time, When the toat 
with 39 passongera arrived the Company sont 
out the steamor Hansa and four of the largest 
avaoilablo steamers at Cuxhaven to search for 
the Cimbria's other boats. The steamer Lae 
varia also left during the night with a similar 
object.

An exchange informa us that tho Canada 
Paoifio Railway Oompany have just com- 
pleted the purchase in England of fifty 
thousand tons of steel reils, to bo used on 
the scotion of the road between Oalgarry 
avd Kamloops. This division, which in- 
cludes the Rocky Montain passes, is upwards 
of aix hundred miles in length,and must be 
completed in two years, from the firat of 
May next. The contract has been given to 
Messrs. Langdon, Shephard & Oo,, who 
alroady have a large amount of work undor 
contract for the same company. Four hun- 
dred miles of the above section is to be 
completed during the firat twelve,and the 
balance within the second twelve months, 
If this statement be correct it would appear 
that the attempt to prejudice the O, P. R. 
in the London money market has been,and 
deservedly, a failure.

Farrell is described on the charge sheet 
asa yaoman, Smiles were observed on the 
faces of some of the prisoners when the 
witness proceeded with his story. When 
he detailed s conversation with Brady about 
the Chief Secretary, Brady indignantly call- 
ed him ‘‘a liar.” 


The witness continued. Ono three suoc- 
cessive evenings the same persons watched 
for the Chiet Secretary on Brunswick street. 
James Curley came one evening in a cab. 
Casey is a Town Councillor. He remuined 
in thé cab. Curley spoke to him, then the 
men were told to go home. On the day of 
the PhewuixPark murder witness met Brady 
ina public house on Georges stroet with 
MacAffray. Brady asked witness when he 
would be done work. He said 7 o'clock. 
Brady said that woald bo too late. , Joseph 
Mullett frequently sent directions to wit- 
ness in-writing. Hoe glways burned them. 
He used the name of Salmon if the business 
was for the centre meetings, and the name 
of Fisher for the inner circle assassination 
olab. -He received-a letter from Mullett, 
instructing them to be near Merrion 
Square on the morning ot the day the 
attempt was madeto assassinate Judge 
Lawson. Delaney, who got ten years for 
that attempt, was a member of the organ- 
ization. Witness mot Delaney that day. 
He stated there would be something new 
soon, and added he had his work before 
him that evening. Hanlon was with him 
the Friday bofore the murderous attack on 
Juror Field. Witness was at a secret 
meeting, at which Joseph Mullett, director 
in Dablin, presided. He was asked to 
meet Mullett and another man at Anquier 
street on Saturday. He was lato for the 
appointment, The next day Mullett up- 
braided him. Brady, Ourley and Kelly 
were present, Mullett told witness to meet 
him next day at 4 o'clock on Duke street, 
Witness declined. Mullett threatened if 
witness did not meet him he would oall for 
him at 4:30. Witness knew what that | 
meant and ssid under these conditions he 
would meet Mullett. He kept the appoint- 
ment and mot Mullett. 

Farroll, the inturmer, continuing his 
evidence, said *after herefused to meet 
Mullett and received warning,he concluded 
to meet him on Sunday evening. He ac- 
cordingly met Mullett, Dwyor and Mallory 
house.

Although ‘0, P, O.” argues, and 
with a fair show of reason,that mon olected 
as ropresentatives of the whole municipality 
would act impartially, wo cannot wholly 
agreo with him on that point. Represen- 
tative would still, under auch a systom,be 
chosen because of the locality in which 
they resided, and #0 tho evil would bo 
continued, although probably in a lessened 
degres. The abolition of the Ward system, 
then, is no absolute cure for the evil of 
localism—of sellishness, as our correspon- 
dont aptly terme it. 
Bat, we regret to say,it is idle to discuss 
the abolition of the Ward system, as the 
law would not allow of the idea being car- 
ried out. Olause 19 of the revised Statutes 
of Ontarlo provides:—‘‘The Lieutenant 
‘* Governor may diyide the new Town or 
“ Gity into Wards, with appropriate names 
‘© or boundaries, but no Town shall have 
“less than three Wards,and no Ward in any 
‘* such Town or City loss than five hundred 
‘‘inhabitants.”” The next clause provides 
for a new division into Wards of the Town 
or City, and for the addition of new terri- 
tary, which must be divided into Wards or 
form part of those already existing. Finally, 
with a positiveness absolutely fatal to the 
project advocated by “0. P. O.,” sec. 65 
enacts that ‘The Council of every City 
** shall consist of the Mayor, who shall be 
** the head thereof, and three Aldermen for 
‘every Ward,” Precisely the same pro- 
visions appear in Mr, Mowat’s ‘‘Act to con- 
solidate the Acts respecting “Munivipal 
Institutions,” now before the Logislature, 
and thos as the Municipal Act plainly 
prescribes the Ward system, it is of no use 
to discuss its merits and demerits. 

The only possible way of abolishing the 
Wardsystem in Belleville wouldbeby means 
of a special Act ; but in face of the general 
policy of the Municipal Act as to the organ- 
izstion of municipalitivs,the passage of such 
& measure would be an impossibility. 
Again, it would be a special favor to Belle- 
ville—and Belleville has learned by sad 
experience, that justice, not to speak of 
special favors, will never be awarded her so 
long as the Grits are in power in Ontario. 

Areduction in the number of Wards 
would no doubt diminish the evil to some 
extent—if, say, the Uity could be divided 
into three Wards, (the Act fixes that 
number as the mininum for Towns) the 
practice of log-rolling would be greatly re- 
duced. Buthere again new difficulties 
arise. In tho first place,the assent of two- 
thirds of the Council would have to be 
obtained to a resolution affirming the ex- 
pediency of the new division into Wards. 
Thisis an object not very likely to be achiey- 
ed, judging from the fate of the proposal 
made last yearfor a reduction in the number 
of Wards. But, supposing the Feople to be 
so overwhelmingly in favor uf the proposal 
that their representatives were forced to 
submit, the ordeal of the Lieutenant Go- 
vernor in Council would have to be passed, 
as the rearrangement must be approved by 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Oouncil and 
given effect to by proclamation. It needs 
no special gift of prophecy to foretell the 
fate of such a request from Belleville in 
that quarter. 


That the frontage tax system would best 
serve the end which municipal reformers 
have in view, seems to us apparent, and it 
is to the adoption of that system their ef 
forts should be unitedly directed. The 
difficulty as to its adoption is that it must 
first be adopted by the popular vote and 
afterwards passod upon by an Act of the 
Legislature (if we recollect the mode of 
procedure aright). Failing succens in that, 
8 reduction of the Wards by at loast two, 
ought to be sought, and the Council in- 
duced to pass By-laws under sub sections 1 
and 2 of section 600 of Mr. Mowat’s Con- 
solidation Act above referred to, for many 
works now paid for out of the genoral funds. 
These sub-sections give power to Corpora- 
tions to pass By-laws (1) for ascertaining 
the real property to be benefittted by a 
local improvement and ascertaining and 
determining the proportions in which the 
assessment is to be made on the various 
portions of the real estate so benafitted, 
subject to an appeal to the County Judge ; 
and (2) “‘for assessing and levying, by 
means of a special rate, the cost of deepen- 
ing apy creek, stream or water course, and 
draiaing any locality, or making, enlarging 
or prolonging any common sewer, or open- 
ing, widening, prolonging or altering, ma- 
cadamizing, grading, levelling, paving or 
planking any street, lane, alley, public way 
or place, or any sidewalk, or any bridge 
forming part of a high way therein, or 
curbing, sodding or planting any street, 
lane, equare, or other public place, or re- 
constructing as well as constructing any work 
hereby provided for.” It is provided by 
sub-section 3; that ‘* nothing contained in 
the proceding sub-sections shall be con- 
strued to apply to any work of ordinary re.

ing from tho establishment ot such indus- 


trios. 


Tho tone of Mr, Flint’s lotter is, however, 
more despondent than we consider tho facts 
to warrant. It is an exaggeration to say 
that tho City has been ruined by the build- 
ing of the Grand Junction, as although our 
burden on that account is considerable, and 
the advantages derived from the road very 
slight—if indecd tho road, as at present 
managed, is not a positive injury to the 
Vity- yetin tho nearfutucosome advantages 
may bo expected. The lino from Peter- 
borough to Omemee will bo completed this 
year, and then Belleville will become the 
shipping port for a very largo quantity of 
grain and lumber, and a rafting point for a 
considerable amount of timbor, which now 
goos to Port Hope. Again, the opening of 
the Murray Canal, which may be expected 
within three years, ought to add not a little 
to the City’s prosperity, both by bringing 
grain from the west hithor fortranshipment, 
and by improving vastly the facilities for 
shipping iron ore and other freight to weat- 
ern ports. Besides, the greater degree of 
economy exercised by the Councils of the 
past two or three years, the collection of back 
taxes and other means adopted to increase 
the revenue, haye had a good effect upon 
the hpancial condition of the City. The 
picture, then, is not without its bright 
tints, which we are sure Mr, Flint will, 
as a public spirited citizen, anxious for 
the welfare of the City, willingly admit, 
and possibly the railways through the back 
country may not have so bad an effect as 
he predicts. 


Astothe ferry, thatis a matter which 
will soon be determined. The people of 
Ameliasburgh, who have tho license, are 
anxious to improve their communication 
with Belleville, where they find their best 
market and the largest, best and cheapest 
stooks of goods to select from. The people 
of Belleville are desirous of retaining the 
trade of Ameliasburg and to extend it as 
faras possible. Therefore, asthere is a 
strong mutual interest to govern the con- 
duct of the corporations, we have no}doubt 
that satisfactory arrangoments wil] be made 
as regards the ferry. 


So ar as regards the extension northward 
of the Madoc branch of the Midland, we 
heartily agree with Mr. Flint, Alderman 
Dickson has brought the matter forward in 
the City Council, andthe motion of which 
he has given notice is of such a character as 
every one will approve. We hope it will 
lead to the desired results being achieved.

The Manitoba Hiections. 


A CONSERVATIVE VICTORY, 


The news received by telegraph from 
Winnipeg this morning that the general 
election for the Legislature in Manitoba 
has resulted inthe Conservative Govern- 
ment being sustained by a satisfactory 
working majority, will be received with the 
liveliest satisfaction by every patriotic Oan- 
adian. The returns are not yet complete, 
but it is certain that David Glass—who, 
whon a resident of Ontario,turned a double 
somersault in politics—and J. W. Sifton, 
two of the most prominent of the agitators, 
have been defeated, whilst, conceding six 
of the seven constituencies yet to be heard 
from to the Grit Opposition, the Govern-’ 
ment have succeeded in electing 18 of the 
members of the new House and the Op- 
position but 12, Mr. Norquay anticipated 
that 20 Conservatives and 10 Grits would 
be returned, and the probability is that 
his forecast of the result has been verified. 
At all events his majority is ample. 

The Grits of the Prairie Province would 
have triumphed at the expense of destroy- 
ing the Confederation, but the people have 
taught them a lesson which they will not 
soon forget.

Tho House received the report of tho Com 
mittee of Supply, the items boing concurred 
in, with the excoption of somo whish wore 
allowed to stand over, The Houso went into 
Committoo on the Bill to consolidate tho laws 
respecting municipal icstitutions, a very 
voluminons document, comprising 649 clauses 
and occupying 215 pages. Tho Attorney. 
Govoral oxplsined that the Bill was merely, au

its title purported, a consolidation, n» new 
provisions being introduced, Mr, Lauder 
{osistod thatthe measure should be read 
clauso by clause, a proceeding which Mr. 
Moredith considered would bea waste of timo 
under the circumstances, Finally it was 
arravged that the Bill should bo gone through 
without reading, the Premier simply oalling 
attention to the original Act from which tho 
various parts of tho Bill wore taken, and 
pointing out any actual alterations in tho 
wording. This prooveding ocoupied about 
three hours. Tho Bilt was reported. 

Mr. Drury moved for a return showlog tho 
number of Reeves and Deputy Reeves com- 
posing the various County Councils in the 
years 1572, '77, and ’81 with the amount of 
indemnity paid, He made some very prac- 
tical and sensible remarks, pointiog out the 
necessity of taking some steps to check the 
rapid growth in size of the County Councils, 
This was caused by the incorporation of vil- 
lages which olaimed representation in the 
County Councils, Tho number of membors of 
the Simcoe County Council was fifty-two or 
fifty-four, and within tho next few yeara it 
would inorcase to sixty or perhaps sixty tive, 
The present system had become a serious 
burden upon the people. The Attorney- 
General thought that thero was a good deal of 
force in Mr. Drury’s views. The motion was 
carried. 

Mr. Meredith moved for a return of applica- 
tions made for a subsidy in aid of a railway 
from Muskoka to Sauls Ste, Marie, He con- 
tended that the early construction of the line 
would be in the interest of the settlers and 
secure Ontario ashare of the traffic of the 
Canadian Pacitio Railway, Mr, Pardee assur- 
ed the House that the Government was fully 
alive to the necessity of constructing the line, 
and stated that a schemowas making rapid 
headway for the construction of the road by 
the Grand Trunk Railway, He had great 
faith that satisfactory arrangements would be 
made for the undertaking of the work by this 
powerful and wealthy company. If apy euch 
correspondence as that referred to by the 
resolution existed there was no objection to 
producing it, 

The House then adjourned. 

Tuxspay, Jan, 23. 

When the Attorney-General’s Bill amonding 
the Act for the solemnization of marriages came 
up for a third reading. Mr. Merrick moved an 
amendmen’ reducing the amount psyable for 
marriage licenses from two dollars to one, He 
stated that $20,000 was paid annually for 
marriage licenses, of which only $2,400 went 
toJdnoreaso the revenue, the rest going to the 
issuers for simply filling up*tho blanke, 

The amendment was defeated by a vote of 
44 to 19, 

The Pablio Parks Bill came up in Commit- 
tec, Mosars. Meredith and Morris opposed the 
provision constituting the Board of Park 
Management of the Mayor and s!x others ap- 
pointed by the Council on the Mayor's 
nomination. It was contended that the 
Council ought to haye the power of direct 
appointment. Mr, Meredith accused the Govy- 
ernment of degrading the municipalities by 
giving the Mayor the power of dictating to 
the Counc!l. The Bill was roported. 

Some amendments were made by Mr, Wood 
to the Public Creamerics’ Bill in Committee, 
the most important of which was the provi- 
sion constituting au Advisory Board consiet- 
ing of the President of the Agrioultural and 
Arts Association, and the Prosiden's of the 
Dairymen’s Assoolations for the Eastern and 
Wostern sections of the Province. The Op- 
position took exception to this provision, 
contending that the Government should take 
the full responsibility. The Committee 
reported the Bill, 

Mr, Fraser's bill for amendiny the Election 
Aot was read a second time, Mr, Meredith 
taking exception to soveral of its provisions 
and adycoatiog an amendment sbolishing the 
requirement of the payment of taxes in order 
to qualify income voters for the exercise of 
the franchise, 

On the motion that the House go into Com- 
mittee on the bill amending tho law for the 
protection of gamo, Mr, Pardee objected to the 
principlo of taxing non-residents for the privil. 
ege of coming here t> shoot game. Debate 
took place in which Messrs, McLaughlin, 
French, Balfour, Fraser, and others took part, 
The motion to go into Committee was lost and 
the Bill accordingly foll through. 

Mr, Bell’s Bill to amend the Publio and 
Separate Sohools Act by introducing the bal .

Of course the same rule applies to malt 
liquors, The duty on spirits was increased 
10 cents per proof gallon in 1879 by the 
present Goyernment, and the distillers have 
a muttal agreement to carry as little stock 
as possible, which will account for the ap- 
parent decrease. If our temperance friends 
will take the trouble to look into the con- 
sumption of spirits for the yeara above 
named, they will find the Orooks Act has 
not, no doubt owing largely to tho inoffi- 
ciency of ita administration—Inspectors 
being appointed bocause of their efficiency 
as political agents, not as administrators of 
the law—been successful in decreasing the 
amount of spirituous and malt liquors 
consumed,

Mr. Robinson was opposed to haying avy 
more roads put under Mr, Farnham’s super- 
vison. If the road wore acoopted as a County 
road ho would ask tho accoptance of ono in his 
township. , 

The motion was withdrawn aod an inspoo- 
tion of the road was ordered.

It appears, upon examination, that the 
City authoritios aro powerless in the mat- 
tor of improperly constructed buildings and 
of dangerous places of amusenront, partly 
for the reason that they have noglected to 
take tho matter into their owo hands, as 


the law permits, Sub-seotion Ll of acotion 

454 of tho Revised Statutes of Ontario pro- 

vides provides that Municipal Councils may 

pass By-laws ‘ For regulating the size and 
number of doors in churches, theatres and 
halls, or other buildings, and for places 
of worship, public moctings, or placos of 
amusement, and tho street gated leading 
thereto, and also the siz» and structure of 
stairs and stair railing in all ouch buildings, 
and the atrength of beaws and joists and 
their supports." These powers are of a 
very limited character, but such as they 
are, thoy have novor been takon advantage 
of by the Municipal Qouncil of Bolloville, 

The consequence has been the erection 
of buildings as places for publio gatherings, 
in the planning of which not ao solitary 
thought seems to havo been given to the 
yalue of human life,—and of other largo 
structures the framing of which is so called 
scantling 2 inches by 4 inchoa—places liablo 
to fall to pieces at any moment, or to afford 
such a grand prey to the flsmos that escape 
from them, if on fire, would be all but im- 
possible. 

Had the Municipal Oouncil appointed an 
Inspector of Buildings tho erection of such 
structures could have been prevented. 

Now, however, that the attention of the 
Council has been called to its failure to 
discharge an important duty, it is to be 
hoped that it will not rush to the opposite 
extreme and act with incautious haste. 

Mr. Bell, the representative of Toronto 
West in the Legislature, has a Bill 
before that body which is of much 
importance in this coanection. It provides 
that buildings more than three stories in 
height shall be provided with suitable fire- 
escapes, alarms, &o., a8 directed by tho 
building inspector, and in the case of 
churches, theatres, &o,, the aisles shall bo 
kept free from obstructions, Various 
penaities are provided for infringement of 
the law. ‘This measure doesnot seem to 
us to go far enough, as it ought to include 
buildings of three storieaas well. However, 
it has been referred to a special Uommittee, 
and may be improved. Until this Bill has 
been finally disposed of, it would probably 

_ be premature for the Council to take action.

Withina few 
weeks of the latter his name was struck off 
the list of those who were toreceivelicenses, 
the list having been left at the Federal 
Bank, and shortly afterwards was met by 
the Ohairman of the Board of License Qom- 
misioners, who meeting Mr. Dann in the 
street, taunted him with the remark, ‘ See 
what Mr. Metcalfe and your Oonservatives 
ean do for you now.’”

Lonpon, Jan, 26,—The crew of the steamer

BESPAIRING OF THE REPUBLIC.

The discouragement doesnot yetshow itself in 
the newspspers, but it is too apparent in pri- 
vate conversation, It would be rash to sup- 
pose that because republicans are disheartened 
therefore the Republic is doomed, It is on 
trial, but it has strength to survive many 
mistakes. 


VISTIS PRESIDENT 


Great Battles. 


Woe suppose most people think when they 
read of a great battle that all the men on 
either side were engaged in fighting, or at 
any rate were at some time or another 
under fire. Why should one side have been 
defeated if it had put forth all its strength ? 
But, says the author, ‘‘during the great 
battles of the Franco-German war the 
numbers were so great that seldom more 
than two-thirds of those present were ever 
under fire at all.” At Sadowa, in 1866, the 
Prussians brought 221,000 men into the 
field, but only 129,000 came under fire. In 
the same battle the defeated Austrians 
brought 215,000 men into the field, but no 
less than 65,000 of these were never in 
action. When woe consider the tremendous 
fighting in 1870 and the number of battles, 
it is surprising to learn that only 7,000 
men were killed and less than 50,000 men 
wounded ip the German army during the 
whole war by rifle bullets ; and still more 
remarkable that only 700 men were 
killed and 4,440 wounded by artillory fire, 
**T trust,” adds Sir Garnet, ‘‘ that these 
figures * * * * will put a stop to the cry 
for more guns which one still hears occa- 
sionally.” When we compare the losses 
incurred at such battles as Gravelotte 
and Sedan with those incurred in the 
smoothbore days of Borodinoand Waterloo, 
it is plain that increased facilities for 
destroying are not accompanied by a cor- 
responding amount of destruction, ‘‘ At 
Gravelotte the Germans lost 1.60 per cent. 
in killed and 6.46 per cent. in weunded.” 
At Borodino the Russians lost 10 per cent. 
in killed and 30 per cent in wounded ; the 
French, who wore the yictors, having a 
still higher proportion, 
that battles are of much shorter duration 
now. Waterloo and Gravelotte were both 
begun about noon and finished about ¥ 
o'clock in the evening, It took six hours 
to fight out Austerlitz, but no leas than 
twelve to settle matters at Solferino. In 
spite of the enormous ‘superiority of tha 
Germans at Worth, that battle lasted for 
seven and half hours. It may perhaps be 
the case that, from the groat use to which 
intrenchments will be putin coming wars, 
it will take longer than ever to find out 
which is the winning side,

to the facts of science, and in the third 
place, it is brutalizing in'its tendencies, I 
do not argue that this Bible is a genuine 
book ; I do not this morning say that the 
Bible is worthy of any kind of credence— 
those are subjects for other Sabbaths—but 
1 want you to understand that ‘Thomas 
Paine and Hume and Voltaire no more 
thoroughly disbelieved the Holy Scriptures 
than do all the leading scientists who be- 
lieve in evolution.
